The Journal of Mary Frampton, from 1779 
until 1846. Edited, with Notes, by her 
Niece, Harriot Georgiana Mundy. (Samp- 
son Low & Cov.) 

Miss Mary Frampton, who was born in 
1773 and died in 1846, was the daughter 
of a well-connected Dorsetshire gentleman 
who had married a wealthy widow; and 
her mother, surviving the second husband 
and living to the age of ninety-two, appears 
to have been a remarkably shrewd and able 
lady, given to making friendships, and 
keeping them, with nearly all the famous 
and fashionable people of the two genera- 
tions through which she lived. Hence the 
daughter, herself evidently a lady of no 
mean talents, had much interesting material 
to record in the journal which she began to 
keep in 1803, prefacing it by reminiscences 
dating back to 1779, and incorporating with 
ita great number of letters written by her 
relatives or acquaintances. The journal 
itself occupies but a small part of this 
volume, which cannot be considered at all 
too long, as it covers, or rather skirts, a 
period of nearly seventy years. Both the 
journal and the letters mixed up with it are 
amusing reading, adding many interesting 
details to the tolerably profuse information 
furnished by other collections of diaries ard 
gossiping correspondence about the times 
before and after the commencement of the 
present century. 

“T came into the world with the Ameri- 
can war,” wrote Miss Frampton, and the 
“political impression” that, as she con- 
sidered, she then received seems to have 
given a bent to her opinions on public 
affairs in after years. Her pleasures as 
a child were disturbed by fears of the 
ivasion of England by France and Spain, 
and her family lived in a state of panic 
caused by troubles near home as well as 
abroad. In 1780 she was hurried away from 

ndon on account of the alarm caused by the

Continent, and his and others’ letters home 
gave graphic accounts of the misfortunes 
of Louis XVI., Marie Antoinette, and the 
Royalists. Here is a characteristic anec- 
dote, followed by inconsequent reflections, 
recorded by young Wollaston in October, 
1791, after the king had been brought back 
to Paris and ordered to make a show of 
constitutional government :— 


‘* On Sunday evening I was at his mass. When 
it was over a man got upon a bench and cried 
out very loud, ‘Je demande justice & votre 
majesté, je n’ai pas du pain & manger.’ The 
King looked exceedingly red and alarmed, but 
collected hiraself, and bid him hold his tongue 
and go away. Everybody seemed to be on the 
King’s side, and the man was carried away. He 
keeps a Court, rides out, and goes hunting with- 
out interruption. These circumstances would 
seem to show that if the King manages well, he 
may gain popularity and confidence, and, if he 
was well advised, might in time bring about 
some changes beueficial to all.” 

Later correspondence throws many side- 
lights on subsequent events in France. The 
following is an anecdote about Napoleon 
Bonaparte as Consul in 1803, which we do 
not remember to have seen elsewhere :— 


“The other two Consuls (Cambacérés and 
Lebrun) are mere cyphers ; one of them, in the 
absence of Buonaparte on one of his visits to in- 
spect thearmy of England, thinking to pay Buona- 
parte a compliment on the placing of the statue 
of the Venus of Medicis in the Museum, ven- 
tured to make an arrété, naming it the ‘Musée 
Napoleon.’ On the return of Buonaparte to 
Paris, he sent for the Consul, and said, ‘ Know, 
sir, that wherever J am is the seat of govern- 
ment, consequently no arrété can be made in my 
absence,’ ” 

Devoted as she was from her earliest 
years to the world of fashion, Miss Frampton 
did not admire all its ways. Under the 
date of 1780 she wrote :-— 

**My sister, Phillis Wollaston, now between 
sixteen and seventeen, was beginning to be pro- 
duced a little in the world. At that time every- 
body wore powder and pomatum ; a large trian- 
gular thing called a cushion, to which the hair 
was frizzed up with three or four enormous curls 
on each side; the higher the pyramid of hair, 
gauzé, feathers, and other ornaments was carried 
the more fashionable it was thought, and such 
was the labour employed to rear the fabric that 
night-caps were made in proportion to it and 
covered over the hair, immensely long black 
pins, double and single, powder, pomatum and 
all ready for the next day. I think I remember 
hearing that twenty-four large pins were by no 
means an unusual number to go to bed with on 
your head. The perfection of figure according 
to the then fashion was the smallness of the cir- 
cumference into which your unfortunate waist 
could be compressed, and many a poor girl hurt 
her health very materially by trying to rival the 
reigning beauty of that day, the Duchess of 
Rutland, who was said to squeeze herself to the 
size of an orange and a half. Small hoops were 
worn in a morning and larger for a dress, some 
going outwards as they went downwards, some- 
thing in the form of a bell. Sacques were very 
common; my mother constantly wore them. 
They were dresses with loose backs and a 
stomacher. Gauze handkerchiefs trimmed with 
blonde were worn on the neck.” 

Nor could Miss Frampton quite approve 
of some other and more serious follies in 
which the Court set the fashion. For in- 
stance, she blamed as well as pitied her 
mother’s friend Mrs. FitzHerbert :— 

‘*Mrs. Fitz Herbert had known my mother 
well when she lived in Dorsetshire, having been 
first of all married, when very young, to Mr. 








Weld, of Lulworth Castle, a neighbour of ours. 
She was then very beautiful. She dined at 
Moreton on the day she was eighteen, per- 
fectly unaffected and unassuming in her man- 
ners, as I have heard from my mother at that 
time, and as I have myself since seen. Her 
husband dying very soon after this, my father 
and mother, knowing Mrs. Weld to be so 
young, and without any friend with her, sent to 
offer her to remove to Moreton, or to give her 
any comfort or assistance in their power. This 
friendly conduct was on her side always repaid 
with great civility and attention ; she found out. 
my mother’s residence in London and called 
upon her, to my great joy, who of course wished' 
to see a person so much talked about, and who 
would certainly have been a much greater as well 
as happier woman could she have resisted the- 
allurements of a Prince who, however, beyond: 
all doubt, possessed beauty, talents, and the 
most enchanting manners. Can it, therefore, be: 
wondered at, however much one may lament,. 
that human nature did not withstand the tempta- 
tion held out! If ever the Prince loved any 
woman, it was she; and half London, had he 
thrown the handkerchief, would have flown to: 
pick it up. Mrs. Fitz Herbert’s ae uncom- 
fortable life since her connexion with the Prince 
affords as strong a lesson as ever was given in« 
favour of virtue, for she never derived any 
benefit from it.” 


Appended as a note to that paragraph is 
one of the most curious anecdotes, apparently 
well authenticated, contained in this volume. 
It is given on the report of Mrs. Dawson 
Damer, the adopted daughter of Mrs. Fitz- 
Herbert :— 

‘*On the death of George IV. in 1830, some 
jewels and trinkets were directed to be given 
to Miss Seymour (then Mrs. Damer); amongst 
others was the counterpart of a kind of brooch, 
containing a miniature of George IV., set with 
a diamond instead of a glass. The diamond had 
been cut in half, and the other part, set in the 
same way, contained a miniature of Mrs. Fitz. 
Herbert herself. Great search was made at 
Windsor for this valuable jewel, but without suc- 
cess. Rundell and Bridge, who had the setting 
of the two articles, were employed with others~ 
to examine, but in vain, and all hope of regain- 
ing the lost treasure was at an end. Some time- 
afterwards the Duke of Wellington, when one 
evening sitting next to Mrs. Damer, said to her, 
with some hesitation, ‘I dare say you may like 
to know something of the lost jewel’; but added, 
‘ perhaps [ had better not tell you.’ She pressed 
him, however, to continue, when the Duke pro- 
ceeded to state, with some confusion, that in his 
office as First Lord of the Treasury it had been 
his duty to remain till the very last with the 
body of the King, who had given him strict in- 
junctions not to leave it, and had desired to be- 

uried with whatever ornaments might be upon» 
his person at the time of his death. The Duke 
was quite alone with the body, then lying in an 
open coffin, and his curiosity being excited by 
seeing a small jewel hanging round the neck of © 
the King. he was rete to look at it, when he - 
found that it was the identical portrait of Mrs. 
Fitz Herbert, covered with the diamond for 
which the unsuccessful search had been made. 
The Duke added, ‘I leave it to you to communi- - 
cate this or not to Mrs. Fitz Herbert, as you 
may think best for her.’ As Mrs. Fitz Herbert - 
scarcely ever alluded to her former connection 
with George 1V., Mrs. George Dawson Damer~ 
doubted as to the propriety of naming this te~ 
her; but one day, when the conversation be- 
tween them led that way, she ventured to tell 
the discovery. Mrs. Fitz Herbert made no obser- 
vation, but some large tears fell from her eyes.” 


About other relationships of George IV., 
especially while he was Prince of Wales, 
Miss Frampton had much to record. It was 
her opinion that the marriage between the 
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Prince and Princess Caroline might have 
turned out less unhappily than it did but 
for Lady Jersey, whom Miss Fr mpton much 
disliked. 


‘“‘The Prince was then under the influence 


of Lady Jersey, a clever, unprincipled, but 
beautiful and fascinating woman though with 
scarcely any retrieving really good quality. She 


had lived a good deal in the Harcourt society, 
being very clever, and there my aunt Elizabeth 
Fauquier met her and knew her well. Amongst 
other freaks she was a very fine lady, but in 
general respected my aunt. One day, however, 
Lady Jersey went up to her at an assembly in a 
very insolent manner, saying, ‘Oh, Miss Fau- 
quier, you are just the person to have a pin- 
cushion about you ; I want a pin.’ Upon which 
my aunt, opening her large eyes at her, replied, 
‘Yes, I always have a pincushion and plenty of 
pins, but I am just the person not to give you 
one of them.’ Lady Jersey walked away, but 
did not quarrel with my aunt. Lady Jersey by 
her intrigues persuaded the Prince to appoint her 
to go to meet the Princess, The Princess was in 
the highest spirits on the voyage. Some of the 
attendants, knowing the discomforts she would 
have to contend with were sorry to see her so, 
and one of them making some remark to her on 
her apparent happiness, the Princess answered, 
* How can I be otherwise? am I not going to be 
married to the finest and handsomest prince in 
the world, and to live in the most desirable 
country in Europe ?’” 


While, however, blaming Lady Jersey for 
making mischief at starting between the ill- 
assorted couple, Miss Frampton and her 
friends had no mercy for the unhappy prin- 
cess when she became Queen Caroline, or for 
the ‘‘ blackguard set” that took her part in 
Parliament and the country. They, like all 
other loyal people of the time, were in no 
way inclined to judge by the same standard 
a royal husband and his wife, though even 
the royal husband now and then was 
admitted to deserve a little reproach and 
even reproof. The following story is vouched 
for by the Rev. J. L. Jackson :— 


“George IV., soon after Dr. Sumner was 
made Bishop of Winchester, sent to him to say 
that he intended to receive the Holy Com- 
munion. By some mistake the Bishop arrived 
half-an-hour later than the King expected, which 
irritated His Majesty extremely, and on the 
arrival of the Bishop he found him in a state 
of mind which he judged quite uufit for such 
an ordinance. After hearing with the greatest 
respect and humility the King’s expressions of 
anger at the delay, which were in one instance 
accompanied by an oath—the Bishop expressed 
the greatest sorrow for the unfortunate mistake, 
but tirmly, though couched in the most respect- 
ful language, refused to administer the Sacra- 
ment to him whilst his mind was in its present 
agitated state. At first this only enraged His 

jesty still more, but the Bishop remained 
steady to his resolve, and left the palace. In a 
week the King sent for Sumner again, shook 
hands with him, and thanked him for his previous 
refusal, and requested, if he then thought it 
proper, that he might receive the Sacrament 
from his hands.” 


About the Princess Charlotte we are told 
much in this volume, as her governess or 
companion, Mrs. Campbell, was an intimate 
friend of the Framptons, and they met on 
familiar terms at Weymouth and elsewhere. 
Miss Frampton confirms the impression con- 
veyed by others that the princess’s union 
with Prince Leopold was a real love match. 
She set down much gossip, too, about more 
recent Court history, one of the latest being 
this incident of the coronation of the Queen, 





related by Mrs. Mundy in a letter to her 
mother :— 

‘In the Abbey, just as poor old Lord Rolle 
went up to do homage, somehow he slipped and 
rolled down the five or six steps from the throne, 
on his head, which was a frightful sight. The 
Queen rose up quickly, as if to help him, and 
then, recollecting herself, sat down again; but 
when Lord Rolle was lifted up, and would go 
again to do homage, the Queen advanced down 
several steps to meet him, which struck every- 
body with such admiration that there was a loud 
cheer through the whole Abbey.” 


Among the less aristocratic persons re- 
ferred to by Miss Frampton and her corre- 
spondents actors and actresses frequently 
appear. For instance :— 

‘Mrs. Siddons was received and courted, I 
would almost say, by the best society ; amongst 
others she lived much in the company of Lord 
and Lady Harcourt, where she met Mr. Mason 
the poet, Mr. Whitehead, poet laureate, and 
many other literati. She was always a dull 
woman in conversation, spoke very slowly, as if 
she were declaiming a set speech, instead of 
talking, of which many ludicrous stories were 
circulated at the moment. I recollect two of 
these. At dinner one day she turned to a 
gentleman nezt her, saying, ‘I am very ignor- 
ant, but I thirst for information; pray, what 
fish is that?’ Another time some one was re- 
lating a melancholy story of a clerk in office 
having died suddenly in his bureau. Upon 
which Mrs. Siddons said, ‘Poor gentleman, I 
marvel how he got there !’ not knowing evidently 
the sense of the French word. She had a con- 
siderable talent for modelling as well as acting, 
and was extremely kind and good-natured in 
affording information on the subject, to which 
I can speak, as I visited her with my Aunt 
Fauquier for some instructions in an art which, 
however, I did not take to.” 

This reference to the “ beauty of Butter- 
mere,’’ whose charms and sorrows are made 
much of in Wordsworth’s ‘ Prelude,’ is from 
a letter written in 1810 by the Hon. George 
Eden, afterwards Lord Auckland, the 
Governor-General of India :— 

‘*T went for two or three days to the lakes, 
and paid a visit to Mary of Buttermere. I found 
her a coarse, dirty, fat, rather old mother of two 
or three children—not at all like a lady of a 
lake. I can’t say that I ever had much pity for 
her, and perhaps other people would not have 
had more if they had known how little hand- 
some she was.” 

Always a good Tory, Miss Frampton, of 
course, resented the revolutionary move- 
ments of fifty or sixty years ago, and noted 
with grave alarm the riots that preceded the 
passing of the Reform Bill in 1832. Her 
remarks on one piece of parliamentary 
business in 1830 are characteristic :— 

‘*A Bill for putting the Jews on the same 
footing with dissenting Christians was brought 
forward and defeated in the House of Commons. 
Many were violent out of the House against this 
concession to them, and many did not object to 
the measure who it might have been supposed 
would most have done so. My own feelings, I 
confess, revolt at the idea of a Jew and a Chris- 
tian being equal, and in this liberal age, should 
the Bill in future pass, I could only reconcile it 
to myself by the thought that this as well as 
every other event relative to those most extra- 
ordinary people is permitted, and will tend to 
their ultimate conversion and the completion of 
prophecy, though in a way far different from 
that which appears probable to human eyes.” 
In hazarding that opinion Miss Frampton 
seems to have been a little infected by what, 
at the age of sixty, she regarded as the be- 





setting sin of womankind in that day :— 








‘‘This is an age when every woman talks on 
every subject, and the prettier and younger they 
are, so much the more foolishly do they talk, or 
at least, so much the more are they listened to 
on subjects far beyond their comprehension, and 
although all may not openly declare, as a ye 
young friend did to her aunt, Mrs. McTaggart 
not long ago, that she had just plunged into the 
depths of metaphysics, yet all think it nece 
to talk on matters they do not understand ; but 
every age has its peculiar foibles, and there ig 
much of good as well as evil in the present times, 
Active charity was never more practised, all 
impurity in conversation checked, and the toasts 
and coarse allusions of the last century abolished 
even in gentlemen’s society. I trust there is 
much of real religious principle and useful prac. 
tice following it, both in the society of the 
worldly and the so-called saints. I heartil 
wish the latter were not so exclusive, muc 
good would ensue from the parties mixing.” 


Before parting from this entertaining 
volume we must testify to the care with 
which Mrs. Mundy has supplemented her 
aunt’s memorials with notes identifying the 
persons casually mentioned in the text, and 
in other ways adding considerably to the 
value of the book. 








The River Column: a Narrative of the Advance 
of the River Column of the Nile Ezpedi- 
tionary Force, andits Return down the Rapids. 
By Major-General Henry Brackenbury, 
C.B. With Maps by Major the Hon. 
F. L. L. Colborne. (Blackwood & Sons.) 


Tue difficulties overcome and the exploits 
achieved by the column commanded first by 
Major-General Earle, and after his death 
by Major-General Henry Brackenbury, were 
for the moment rather overshadowed by the 
perils and exploits of the Desert Column. 
The River Column, however, did something 
that deserves to live in history, and has been 
fortunate in finding so able a chronicler as 
the author of the book before us. To pre- 
vent any misapprehension on the part of 
those who are but imperfectly acquainted 
with the events of the late campaign, it will 
be as well to explain that the term “River 
Column ’”’ is applied here not to the entire 
force which ascended the Nile, but to that 
portion of it which quitted headquarters at 
Korti, following the Nile with a view to ¢0- 
operating with the Desert Column later on. 

On Christmas Day, 1884, General Bracken- 
bury was relieved from his duties as deputy- 
assistant-adjutant and quartermaster-general 
in order to assume those of second in com- 
mand of the River Column. Arriving at Abu 
Dom, where was the Vakeel of the Mudir of 
Dongola with 400 natives and Col. Colvile 
acting as British Commissioner, General 
Brackenbury at once met with obstruction 
from the Vakeel. The latter afterwards ad- 
mitted that he had received orders to givé 
the British as little help as possible. On 
the 4th of January General Earle arrived 
at the camp of the advance guard near 
Hamdab, and assumed command of the 
force, which he was informed was 0 
consist of the Staffordshire and Duke of 
Cornwall’s regiments, the Royal and Gor- 
don Highlanders, a squadron of the 19th 
Hussars, a battery of Egyptian camel artil- 
lery, the Egyptian Oamel Corps, and the 
headquarters and 300 camels of the 11th 
Transport Company. He was also pro " 
that another regiment would be placed at 
his disposal to form posts between Meraw! 
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and Abu Hamed. The Mudir’s troops above 
mentioned were to co-operate, but it was 
suggested that they would be best employed 
in collecting supplies. It had been originally 
intended to take the whole of the army by 
river, but the pressing needs of Gordon 
caused Lord Wolseley to adopt the dan- 
gerous expedient of launching two columns 
practically into the void, and had a larger 
number of camels, and those of a better 
description, been available for Stewart’s 
foree it is more than possible that the 
audacious strategy, or rather violation of 
strategy, might have succeeded. 

Abu Hamed was to be the first objective 
of the River Column. Having reached that 
point, General Earle was to receive a con- 
voy sent across the desert from Korosko, 
and having completed 100 days’ supplies, 
he was then to continue his progress to 
Berber. The advance beyond Abu Hamed 
depended on the safe arrival of the convoy 
from Korosko, which was expected four days 
after General Earle’s own arrival. To us it 
appears that this was the weak point of the 
scheme ; for the march across the desert from 
Korosko would have been a difficult and 
dangerous exploit—so difficult and dangerous, 
indeed, that it was really impossible to fix 
a day for its completion. General Earle 
was urged to start as soon as possible, but 
he was unable to move till the 24th of 
January from want of provisions and 
transport. He offered to start on the 23rd 
of January with two battalions and the 
mounted troops, if forty camels were sent 
him before that day, though he considered 
there were great objections to the proposal. 
The reply from the chief of the staff was, 
“T have not a camel or driver to send. They 
are in the desert.’’ On the 23rd, however, 
350 camels reached Hamdab, and the next 
day the advance commenced. On the 29th 
of January General Earle received intelli- 
gence that General Stewart had been 
wounded, that General Buller was to suc- 
ceed him in the command, and that “if 
Khartoum is sufficiently provisioned, we don’t 
mean to do anything until you join us.” It 
is difficult to reconcile this message with the 
fact that on the 31st of December Lord 
Wolseley had received a verbal message 
from Gordon, begging him “to come 
quickly.” Be that as it may, it was made 
clear to Earle that, unless in case of great 
emergency, the date of Gordon’s relief de- 
= on the date of the arrival of the 

iver Column at Metemmeh. The latter 
date Earle repeatedly stated he was unable 
to fix, for he could not estimate his rate of 
progress in the face of the great difficulties 
of navigation. General Brackenbury thus 
sums up the situation: ‘‘ The enemy in our 
front ten miles away; and our troops scattered 
along these terrible rapids, which seemed to 
stow more and more difficult with each mile 
of our advance.” With reference to the 
rapids he says: “In reading through the 
rough diary of our daily proceedings, I am 
struck by the frequency of the expression 
applied to the rapids, ‘The worst yet en- 
countered,’ or ‘The most difficult yet met 
with.’”” On the 5th of February General 
Earle received intimation from Lord Wol- 
seley of the fall of Khartoum, and on the 8th 
& message stating that the Home Government 
Was being communicated with as to future 
operations, but desiring the River Column to 








ush on to Abu Hamed, and then wait for 
urther orders. On the 9th a telegram 
arrived announcing that, Government having 
decided that the Mahdi’s power must be 
overthrown, it would be necessary to take 
Berber. On the 10th was fought the 
action of Kirbekan, and a very brilliant 
affair it was, illustrating alike the skill 
of the general and the gallantry of the 
troops. The position of the enemy may 
be briefly described as follows. In advance 
of the entrance to the Shukook Pass was a 
line of rocky hillocks running close up and 
at right angles to theriver. These hillocks, 
between two of which passed the road, were 
strengthened by stone breastworks. To 
the left rear of the hillocks, about 600 yards 
from them, and ending about 600 yards 
from the river, was a high ridge, a mile long 
and 300 feet high, with a steep slope on the 
front or western side. The British force 
consisted of 1,200 men, viz., eight companies 
of the Staffords, seven companies of the 
Black Watch, two Egyptian guns, the 
Egyptian Camel Corps, and a squadron of 
the 19th Hussars. The plan of attack was 
as follows: one company of the Black Watch 
to guard the zareba in which was placed 
the baggage; the two guns and two com- 
panies of the Staffords, under Col. Alleyne, 
to take post in front of the rocky hillocks, 
and thus occupy the enemy’s attention. The 
remainder of the force, viz., six companies 
of the Black Watch and six companies of 
the Staffords, with their left flank covered 
by the Camel Corps and their front by Col. 
Butler with the squadron of the 19th Hussars, 
marched by a wady which, making a circuit 
to the right, led them under partial cover 


‘round the left extremity of the high ridge. 


The scheme was carried out as intended, 
and was thoroughly successful, the enemy 
being turned and surrounded. Some of them 
fled when they saw that the British had got 
into their rear, many being shot in the 
attempt ; the remainder fought desperately. 
One body of spearmen in the middle of the 
action charged four weak companies of the 
Black Watch. The gallant Highlanders did 
not flinch, and almost annihilated their 
assailants with a withering fire, few indeed 
escaping to the river. After a series of 
desperate struggles the whole of the position 
fell into the hands of the British force, but 
with a loss to it of sixty in killed and 
wounded, that of the enemy exceeding 
two hundred. General Brackenbury esti- 
mates the number of the defenders at the 
beginning of the action at eight hundred. 

‘* Half of these made their escape before we 
attacked; a few more during the fight. The 
remainder were simply desperate men, resolved 
to fight to the last, and to seli their lives dearly. 
They were in what might fairly have been called 
an impregnable position, and they were tho- 
roughly well armed,—a position out of which 
they could not have been dislodged by any but 
first-rate troops. We have all heard of ‘ a position 
which ten men could hold against a thousand.’ 
I honestly confess that the expression conveys 
exactly what was in my mind when first I saw 
the hills we had to attack.” 

The nature of the operations in the Soudan 
hitherto had somewhat tended to create an 
exaggerated impression of the prowess of the 
Arabs. The effect of the victory of Kirbekan 
diminished the confidence of the enemy, while 
it ery raised that of the British. 
As General Brackenbury puts it :— 





‘The idea that unless in square formation 
they could not stand against Arabs had been to 
a certain extent prevalent: to-day the troo) 
had learnt that they could beat their enemy in 
hand-to-hand combats in the rocks, fighting in 
loose order.” 

Continuing his progress, General Bracken- 
bury crossed his force over to the right bank 
at Hebbeh, and had arrived within twenty- 
six miles of Abu Hamed when, to his bitter 
disappointment, on the 24th of February he 
received a despatch from Lord Wolseley 
ordering the return of the column, the idea 
of going to Berber before the autumn having 
been abandoned. He resolved to return by 
the right bank, which he did, recrossing at 
Abu Den, having accomplished in nine 
days a distance which in the advance had 
required thirty-one days. The descent, 
though less toilsome, was more difficult and 
dangerous than the ascent, and several men 
and boats were lost. The account of the 
return journey is, indeed, by no means the 
least interesting portion of the book; but for 
particulars we must refer the reader to the 
author himself. The entire expedition re- 
flected great credit on all connected with it, 
and was a remarkable feat of arms, well 
described by General Brackenbury, whose 
only fault as a narrator is that he has taxed 
the resources of the printer in regard to the 
ninth letter of the alphabet. 








Milton and Vondel: a Curiosity of Literature. 
By George Edmundson, M.A. (Triibner 
& Co.) 


Tr is a foolish thing to charge a great poet 
with plagiarism. Not seldom in our literary 
history has a writer been at once a scholar 
and a poet. Such was the case with Milton 
and Gray, and is the case with more than 
one living poet. And the scholar inevitably 
reads much, he often loses himself (as 
Charles Lamb puts it) in other men’s minds 
or dreams away a part of his life in other 
men’s speculations. When, therefore, he is 
also a poet, his imagination is often coloured 
by his acquired knowledge, and in his poetry 
reminiscences of past authorship are in- 
variably to be traced by the curious. But 
to breathe of plagiarism in this connexion is 
inexcusable. The great poet never steals, 
to use a plainer expression than the con- 
ventional one of “ borrowing.” What he 
learns from others he recreates uncon- 
sciously ; he transmutes a coarse ore into 
a precious metal by the magic of his 
genius. However much, moreover, the 
critic may emphasize coincidences between 
two works of genius, he is always found 
to leave the bulk of each untouched, and 
there is always the possibility that the 
same idea, demanding very similar expres- 
sion, may have entered quite independently 
into more brains than one. It is needless 
to lay down any specific rule to distinguish 
between plagiarism and the results of natural 
assimilation—each case must be decided on 
its own merits; but when the discussion 
affects the writings of a poet whose great- 
ness is beyond question, it should be well 
understood that charges of theft merely 
expose the accuser to the ridicule of all 
sensible men. 

We believe that Mr. Edmundson, the 
author of the ingenious book before us, is 
in the main at one with us on this topic. 
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But he has unfortunately let fall a few 
expressions in an opposite sense. He is 
so anxious to prove that Milton was in- 
debted in one way or another to the 
Dutch poet Joost van den Vondel, that 
he cannot resist the temptation of hint- 
ing a general censure on Milton’s lite- 
rary morality. He quotes with approval 
Milton’s own remark, ‘‘To borrow and better 
in the borrowing is no plagiarie.” ‘ But,” 
he continues, ‘‘ borrowing is a sin which 
grows bythe using. And the very large use 
which Milton has made, without acknow- 
ledgment, of the ideas and language of a 
distinguished zontemporary, from works but 
recently published and written in a tongue 
unknown to the vast majority of English 
readers, cannot be altogether excused or 
defended.” Opposite the title-page Mr. 
Edmundson prints a cynical warning by 
Vondel himself, addressed to those who 
‘pluck flowers on the Dutch Helicon.” 
Here the borrowers are advised to com- 
mit their petty larcenies so as to avoid 
detection by the ignorant or the learned. 
To justify such remarks as these Mr. 
Edmundson has to prove a great deal. 

The inquiry to which the author has 
here devoted far more attention than it has 
hitherto received is not altogether new. 
For a century and a half the critics have 
recognized in Milton an assimilative instinct, 
over which his mental constitution did not 
enable him to exercise much control. It was 
a perfectly natural instinct with him ; it in- 
vigorated his poetic capacity, and stands in 
no need of excuse or defence. Since Lauder’s 
fraudulent essay on Milton’s ‘ Use and Imi- 
tation of the Moderns in his Paradise Lost’ 
(1750), it has been a commonplace with com- 
mentators to adduce parallels between the 
~ epic and Sylvester’s rendering of Du 

artas or Hugo Grotius’s ‘Adamus Exul,’ 
not to mention Andreini or Cedmon. Of 
later years the Dutch poet Vondel has been 
regarded by his countrymen as Milton’s chief 
creditor. Prof. Masson was aware of this 
opinion, but did not think it of sufficient 
interest to examine its foundations fully; and 
the late Rector of Lincoln referred to it but 
cursorily in his well-known essay on Milton. 
‘The only English writer before Mr. Edmund- 
son who has thought it worth while to bring 
any exact knowledge to a discussion of it is 
Mr. Edmund Gosse, and he published an 
esaay some six years ago in his ‘ Studies in 
the Literature of Northern Europe’ under 
much the same title as that of the volume 
before us. Mr. Gosse carefully analyzed 
Wondel’s tragedy of ‘ Luisevaar’ (‘Lucifer’), 
= in 1654, and sought to prove that 

ilton’s account of the fall of the rebel 
angels offered ‘“‘remarkable points of re- 
semblance”’ to Vondel’s play. The simi- 
larities, he remarked, ‘‘are of course too 
close and too numerous to be mere coin- 
cidences.”” Milton, according to his view, 
was acquainted with and deeply impressed 
by the ‘ Lucifer,’ and Mr. Gosse even went 
so far as to add that “in some respects the 
earlier poet has distinctly the advantage.” 
We fear that in this remark Mr. Gosse 
was carried away by his enthusiasm as a 
discoverer ; but he undoubtedly proved—and 
the fact is of great interest—that Milton had 
treated an episode in his great epic in much 
the same way as Vondel had treated it before 
him. The evidence did not, however, exclude 








the possibility of finding a common source 
in some little-known schoolman’s thesis, and 
the magnificence of Milton’s literary execu- 
tion placed so wide a gulf between his poem 
and Vondel’s drama as to render a detailed 
comparison between the two of small profit 
to anybody. 

Mr. Edmundson has extended the area of 
the inquiry thus begun. Not only has he 
re-examined Vondel’s ‘ Lucifer,’ but he has 
carefully examined, for the first time in 
England, four other of the Dutch poet’s 
works. These are an epic called ‘John the 
Baptist’ (1661), a second drama called 
‘Adam in Exile’ (1664), a religious poem 
called ‘Reflections on God and Religion’ 
(1661), and, finally, a classical drama called 
‘Samson; or, Divine Vengeance’ (1660). 
We attach importance to only one result 
of his study—that which affects ‘Samson 
Agonistes’; and we candidly admit that he 
has done as much for ‘Samson Agonistes’ 
as Mr. Gosse did for the sixth book of 
‘ Paradise Lost.’ Both Vondel and Milton 
are shown to have constructed in their 
declining years, and while suffering much 
mental and physical distress, a play on clas- 
sical lines out of the Scriptural story of 
Samson, and the coincidence is rendered the 
more noticeable by the fact that both had 
previously written poems on man’s loss and 
recovery of paradise. In the two plays the 
chorus performs the part of consoler and the 
hero often soliloquizes lyrically. Vondel’s 
speech beginning ‘‘ No man, no prince can 
give me back mine eyes,” nearly resembles 
Milton’s speech beginning 

But chief of all, 
O loss of sight, of thee I most complain. 

The whole of Vondel’s drama appears to 
us to possess a higher literary quality than 
is manifest in any other of his works, and 
we are very grateful to Mr. Edmundson 
for having introduced it to our notice ; but 
admitting the coincidence of form and sub- 
stance between Milton’s and Vondel’s ‘ Sam- 
son,’ what comes of it? According to 
Mr. Edmundson, it proves, in the first place, 
that Milton borrowed from Vondel the notion 
of writing a classical drama. But there is 
a passage in Milton’s ‘Reason of Church 
Government’ to prove that in 1642, eighteen 
years before Vondel’s ‘Samson’ was written, 
Milton was anxious to restore ‘‘those dra- 
matic constitutions in which Sophocles and 
Euripides reign.” ‘Nor can it be seriously 
urged that Vondel suggested the subject of 
‘Samson’ to Milton. The Trinity College 
MSS. show that it was before 1642 that 
Milton proposed to write on the theme. 
The coincidence is strange, but it is so far 
no more than a coincidence. As for the 
verbal similarities, we allow that they are 
sufficient to make it just possible that Milton 
knew of Vondel’s tragedy before he wrote 
his own; but after examining both works 
in their entirety we believe that the two 
men—who each possessed, in different de- 
grees of course, poetic genius— fell here 
and there quite independently into the 
same turns of expression while handling 
the same subject. The future commentator 
ought certainly to note the existence of 
Vondel’s ‘Samson,’ but he should be con- 
tent with stating the bare facts, and should 
avoid Mr. Edmundson’s disputable inference. 

For the rest we should not advise the 
student to pay much heed to Mr. Edmund- 








son’s inquiries. He forgets that a reference 
to the Bible can often explain a similari 
of idea or expression in the two poets, and 
he has vitiated much of his argument con. 
cerning the relation of Vondel’s poems to 
‘Paradise Lost’ and ‘Paradise Regained’ 
by his methods of citation and transla. 
tion. He produces a long passage from 
Vondel, but instead of setting it by the side 
of a long consecutive passage from Milton 
he brings forward a series of detached 
extracts from various books of Milton’s 
epics, in which may be found after diligent 
searching an occasional and minute resem- 
blance in idea or expression to parts of the 
Vondel extract. Accumulative evidence of 
this kind could only point to the conclusion 
that Milton constructed his poems after the 
fashion of a mosaic, and we are unwilling 
to believe that Mr. Edmundson is so helpless 
a critic as to wish to arrive at that regult. 
His less complex parallelisms, moreover, are 
little more striking than those which he has 
elaborated so carefully as to destroy all their 
value. When Vondel writes, 

What is this universe, if viewed by God, 

In bulk but as a drop of morning dew? 
and Milton writes, 

This pendent world, in bigness as a star 

Of smallest magnitude close by the moon, 
the similarity of the idea is not close enough 
to prove anything. The parallelism origin- 
ally noticed by Mr. Gosse between 

Better to reign in hell than serve in heaven, 
and 

En lieder d’eerste vorst in einig lager hof, 

Dan in’t gezaligd licht de tweede, of nog een 

minder, 

is more remarkable than any other in the 
volume; but even this coincidence was 
probably accidental. It should be remem- 
bered that Plutarch credited Julius Cesar 
with having said the same thing very many 
centuries before either Milton or Vondel 
was thought of. 

One other complaint we have to make. 
Vondel wrote in lumbering rhymed alex- 
andrines, yet Mr. Edmundson’s transla- 
tion is in English blank verse which is 
intended to simulate the majestic roll of the 
Miltonic metre. We acquit Mr. Edmund- 
son of any unfair motive in this respect. 
He gives the Dutch original of every passage 
he translates, and the reader can, therefore, 
easily set this matter right for himself. But 
we think that as a result Vondel is often 
put at an undeserved advantage. 

In one point Mr. Edmundson and our- 
selves are in agreement. We think with 
him that Vondel deserves a wider recog- 
nition out of his own country than he has 
hitherto received ; and we have much plea- 
sure in adding that in the few pages of his 
book which are free from Miltonic controversy 
Mr. Edmundson has given an account of the 
Dutch poet which is far more nearly com- 
plete than any other in our language. 








Souvenirs de notre Tour du Monde. Par 

Hugues Krafft. (Paris, Hachette & Oo.) 
An Englishman’s, or even an English- 
woman’s, “tour du monde” does not often 
come recommended by such choice typo- 
graphy, paper, and wealth of margin as the 
work before us. This last charm, indeed, 
has the great countervailing disadvantage of 
bulk and weight, which the English reader, 
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at all events, feels to be incongruous in the 
case of an ephemeral work; but such tours 
are, of course, to him a comparatively every- 
day affair. But so is all travelling. No 
Englishman would within the last fifty years 
—or would an Englishman ever ?—writing 
of “le sentiment si bienfaisant de l’arrivée 
4 bon port,” add: ‘‘ Ce sentiment n’est sur- 
passé que par celui qu’on éprouve au moment 
oi le pied pose de nouveau 4 terre ; ce der- 
nier ne se décrit pas. Il faut en avoir eu 
soi-méme l’émotion pour le comprendre: on 
débarque avec l’orgueil d’un conquérant.” 
Is it in part the feeling of the solemnity of 
the matter in hand—something akin to the 
old writers’ notion of what was due to the 
dignity of history—or is it a Frenchman's 
keener sense of the fitness of things, which 
leads him, in a work of this kind, to adopt 
asarule so much better a style than that 
of the average Englishman? The writer, 
one of a party of four young Frenchmen, 
does not profess to be original or profound, 
but his language is always clear, correct, and 
elegant. 

The travellers seem to have started with 
rather large expectations as to Eastern hospi- 
tality, and a letter of introduction which did 
not lead to the offer of bed and board pro- 
duced in some degree the sensation of a 
dishonoured cheque. Happily among our 
countrymen in India these documents were 
still found on some occasions to retain the 
magic expected from them, and the author 
records among other hospitalities a round 
of almost exhausting gaiety at Lucknow. 
He also describes with special zest and in 
capital style a shooting expedition on which 
the party were entertained by the Maharaja 
of Dholpur. The tone of conversation in 
Anglo-Indian society is, according to M. 
Krafft’s experience, always frivolous and 
inane. We hardly know whether to hope 
that this only argued a slowness to recognize 
in their interlocutor un homme sérieux. At 
all events, we cannot suspect a defective 
knowledge of English on his part, for his 
English, to judge by the specimens through- 
out the volume, is exceptionally good, even 
our proper names being correctly spelt. 
But our personal peculiarities meet with a 
milder handling than those of other nation- 
alities. The shortcomings of English cos- 
tume pale before the déshabillé of the Dutch 
colonial ladies—which no doubt is some- 
what startling at first—and their manners 
and unmelodious tongue are also very in- 
cisively treated. 

When one’s host is only an Annamite 
mandarin a little personal criticism of his 
wife is less likely to wound any sensibilities: 

“Vu l’heure un peu matinale (sept heures et 
demie) M. Phuong nous regoit en négligé. Ila 
tout & fait le type annamite. Tres fier d’avoir 
été & Paris, il baragouine un peu le frangais ; 
mais comme il béygaye considérablement, nous 
avons du mal & le comprendre...... Il nous offre 
cognac, vermout et tabac caporal! nous prou- 
vant que certaines habitudes frangaises l’em- 
portent dans son intérieur sur les usages de son 
pays. Ah! si elles pouvaient embellir un tant 
soit peu Mme. Phuong, son épouse, la mére de 
ses neuf enfants, dont plusieurs entre-baillent 
timidement les portes pour nous voir! Vous 
ne pouvez vous représenter la laideur de cette 
Annamite, sa bouche barbouillée de chaux et de 
bétel, gouffre béant et noir. Madame fait le 
tour de la compagnie pour nous gratifier de 


Petites fleurs jaunes, en ébauchant d’effrayants 
sourires ! ” 





M. Krafft excels in description of what he 
sees before him—we might quote, among 
other passages of the kind, a capital de- 
scription of the performance of some baya- 
déeres before one of the Javanese sultans— 
and he never attempts to parade second-hand 
information derived from the guide-books. 
He is, however, hardly accurate in speaking 
of the labour of the natives of Java as ex- 
ploité solely for the benefit of the Govern- 
ment, without some reference to the con- 
siderable recent modifications of that system. 
Referring to an industrial and art exhibi- 
tion at Lahore, he thus states his opinion 
as to one of the causes of deterioration 
in Indian art :— 

** Lexposition est assez curieuse, mais elle ne 
vaut pas un déplacement spécial en son hon- 
neur. Elle péche, & notre avis, par une tend- 
ance qui s’accentue fort aux Indes et par la- 
quelle on détruira graduellement le gofit des 
artisans de ce pays. Je veux parler de cette 
manie anglaise qui fait adapter l’ornementation 
indienne, si originale et distinguée, aux objets 
d’usage européen ou particulitrement anglais, et 
qui donne ainsi 4 l’art national des formes tout 
4 fait contraires & son élégance et & son carac- 
tere naturels.” 

In Japan the native connoisseur, the 
‘‘Japonais japonisant,” has become very 
rare, and 
*‘non seulement on ne fait plus maintenant les 
objets précieux que les artistes inimitables des 
siécles passés produisaient, dans le calme et 
patient labeur d'une existence entitrement vouée 
a leurs seigneurs protecteurs, mais encore on a 
perdu au Japon la notion vraie de l'art ancien. 
On se jette 4 corps perdu dans la fabrication 
d’objets dont la popularité trop vulgaire finira 
par dévoyer complétement le génie artistique si 
admirable et si original de ce peuple.” 

M. Krafft speaks openly enough of the 
ill success of his countrymen in colonial 
matters, but he cites as a principal cause of 
this a failing which we have never before 
heard attributed to them, viz., that they are 
‘€ mille fois trop condescendant envers les indi- 
genes. On a pour eux des égards inutiles, 
dangereux méme, et c’est la conséquence d'idées 
humanitaires vraiment exagérées ” ! 

He admires, from a political point of 
view, the English official in the East; in- 
deed, his only dispute with one of them was 
when the steward of a steamer, by the 
captain’s orders, insisted on his appearing 
at dinner in a white shirt—a rule which, he 
remarks, was observed by his fellow pas- 
sengers as regards the shirt, but not the 
whiteness. But his chief admiration is re- 
served for Japan, where his enthusiasm leads 
him to enter into details on various matters, 
historical and social, which he hardly 
attempts in dealing with the other countries 
he visited. His enjoyment of Japan is 
accentuated by the contrast with China, 
where from the beginning everything im- 

ressed him with a corresponding disgust. 
He finds the landscape varied and beau- 
tiful, the costumes picturesque, and even 
the cuisine passable. Intercourse with the 
natives, in spite of the barrier of language, 
is pleasant and amusing; for the first time 
for months the traveller is waited on by 
women, and entertained by the cultivated 
society of the guésha, a class of professional 
artists in music, dancing, and conversation. 
The great natural refinement of the people 
is, the writer says, especially striking, and 
he gives many pleasant instances of it. As 








for the peculiar institution of promiscuous 
bathing, he defends it even more fearlessly 
than M. du Chaillu in his account of Sweden. 
But this no doubt, with many more valu- 
able institutions, will for good or evil soon 
be a thing of the past. There is indeed, the 
author assures us, only one conservative in- 
fluence left in Japan, viz., woman :— 

** Au milieu de cette rage de progrés...... douce, 
patiente, élevée dans l’idée d'une affectueuse 
soumission, elle consacre au bien-étre de son 
seigneur et maitre le but de son existence,” 
and thus becomes a potent and a saving 
influence. 

We need not try to estimate too closely 
the precise value of these easy specu- 
lations, which, when given as here in strict 
moderation, agreeably diversify the tra- 
veller’s narrative. Of the merits of this we 
have said enough to enable the reader to 
form his own opinion. We may add that 
while the photographic illustrations are of 
varying merit, the maps (of India, China, 
and Japan), though small, are all excellent.

In ‘White Heather’ Mr. Black displays 

more than one attractive quality of his art 

as a writer of fiction, and it is fortunate 
both for his readers and for himself that 
some of these qualities are much fresher, 
at any rate in their manifestations, than 
others. Mr. Hudson and his daughter, for 
instance, who are followed in their holiday 
pilgrimage through the Scottish heather, 
are American studies of the best kind, and 
will win their way at once to the heart as 
well as to the critical approval of the reader. 
Still more directly will his heart be reached 
by the gentle Meenie, a veritable Scottish 
lassie drawn in Mr. Black’s tenderest, if not 
his strongest style. Ronald Strang, the 
keeper, who is the true hero of the story, 
is not so likely to satisfy the critical mind, 
though probably no one will refuse him 
sympathy and admiration. He has a voice 
which would make the fortune of a new 
opera company, and he sings songs which 

Mr. Black himself is not ashamed to own. 

The verses, indeed, constitute another of 

the elements of freshness already referred 

to. They were printed in a separate form 
some months ago, and were spoken of not 
without praise in these columns at the time 
of their publication. Mr. Black must not 
take it amiss if the writer of that notice 
again ventures to suggest that his most 

enthusiastic admirers may grow tired of a 

too constant fare of salmon and sea breezes. 
In a graceful dedicatory poem the author 

of ‘Rainbow Gold’ has indicated the prin- 
ciples which have guided him in the de- 
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velopment of his novel, and claims that it is 
at least wholesome and free from the taint 
of French naturalism. This claim can be 
cordially endorsed. It must not, however, 
be thought that Mr. Murray has written a 
milk-and-water romance. On the contrary, 
‘ Rainbow Gold’ is a powerful story, with 
no lack of the higher realism in it, told in 
a vigorous and excellent style, enriched by 
many pithy sayings, and containing at 
least half a dozen clever character studies. 
Mr. Murray has proved, and deserves con- 
gratulation on the success of the experi- 
ment, that a good novel may be written 
which neither takes the reader once into a 
drawing-room, nor relies for its attractiveness 
upon the faithful reproduction of society 
small talk. The conversation of village and 
alehouse wiseacres, as chronicled by Mr. 
Murray, has a freshness and a humour that 
are delightful after the conventional dia- 
logue of the average writer of fiction. 
The weakness of ‘Rainbow Gold’ is the 
dearth of female characters. Mr. Murray 
has fine and chivalrous views of womankind, 
but his portraiture is not on a level with his 
high estimate; and Sarah Round, the only 
representative of her sex, is the least success- 
ful study in the book. In spite of this 
failure the author displays no want of light- 
ness of touch, and in the hunchback Clem 
Bache he has shown his gift of genuine 
pathos. 

Mr. Sutherland Edwards introduces a 
heroine who is born of wealthy parents, and 
gently nurtured up to the age of twenty, 
when she is suddenly thrown upon the 
world. An orphan, all but penniless and 
friendless, with a good education and a 
handsome face, she has to trust entirely to 
her own resources, and to make a living in 
the best way open to her. What is a girl 
to do in such circumstances? the author 
asks, and he proceeds to tell in three 
volumes what Lilian West contrived to 
do when put to it. There is not much 
of a story interwoven with the narrative 
of Miss West’s adventures in search of an 
income. Her vicissitudes during the time 
of her probation are very much what might 
be expected by a glorified governess or 
companion. It is not every young woman 
situated like this unfortunate orphan who 
can earn twenty pounds a month by reading 
to a blind man; and most of Miss West’s 
engagements were of an equally desirable 
kind. Bare subsistence is far more com- 
monly the reward of a struggling governess. 
No doubt Miss West was handsome and 
accomplished, and she had one or two 
influential friends. Her personal attrac- 
tions were more useful to her in obtaining 
than in keeping her engagements, for she 
had to give them up one after another 
because the men she came across would 
persist in making love to her. On the 
whole, Mr. Sutherland Edwards paints the 
world as it is, and as a girl of Lilian West’s 
condition might find it. He has much 
insight into character, and is a close ob- 
server of human frailties and follies, deal- 
Pre: | a shrewd blow at the pettiness 
of his fellow creatures, without ill nature or 
undue severity. His book is not an exciting 
novel, but it is true to life and may serve a 
good purpose. 

When a peer of the realm loses his money 
by investing in American speculations, and 





dies of his trouble, it is not the natural con- 
sequence that his only daughter should be 
launched upon the world without a penny, 
or that she should take a situation in a 
draper’s shop. This is what happens to 
Lord Ashbourne’s daughter Joan, the 
heroine of ‘Oaks and Birches.’ ‘‘ Naseby” 
deals so much with the aristocracy that he 
really ought to know whether such a thing 
is likely or not; but perhaps the custom 
of settlements which prevails in old and 
proud families escaped his mind in writing 
this idealized story of English life. Ideal- 
ization is scarcely the word for ‘‘ Naseby’s” 
remarkable achievement. He passes with 
bewildering rapidity from the common- 
place to the lofty, from twaddle to 
poetic imagery, from the vulgarity of one 
character to the exquisite refinement of 
another. It is not too much to say that he 
left school with the elements of a very re- 
spectable style, for he gives plenty of proof 
that he can write good English in passages 
of varying length. But he will never be 
able to do it for many pages at a time 
unless he can wholly abandon his jaboured 
attempts to write finely. He draws in one 
place a pretty picture of the bay of San 
Sebastian, with good images and artistic 
effects; yet in the course of a dozen lines 
he talks of ripples in the Biscay ‘“‘ shaking 
about like agitated rows of steel pens,” and 
of ‘‘ bobby-looking trees, like wigs, throw- 
ing back the sunlight from their autumn 
tints.” If ‘‘Naseby” could take himself 
seriously he might still accomplish some- 
thing. 

‘Mind, Body, and Estate’ opens promisingly 
enough. There is a certain amount of 
movement and vigour in the early chapters. 
But the writer’s ignorance of the usages 
of society, the artificiality of her method, 
and her weakness in detail soon become 
painfully prominent. Descriptions of out- 
door life abound, but they are equally in- 
correct whether the scene is laid in town or 
country. For instance, it seems that gentle- 
men are in the habit of occupying the box- 
seat when they take their sisters in a 
victoria for a drive in the park. But 
this is as nothing compared to the vagaries 
indulged in by the author in her pictures of 
country life. Boats are endowed by her with 
life, or something like it, to judge from the 
powers of locomotion they exhibit, without 
the aid of oars, on scorching breathless 
days. Miss Notley has a fertility of re- 
source in contriving exciting episodes, only 
equalled by her incapacity to invest them 
with the faintest show of reality. To escape 
from an importunate lover Jessie St. Ervan 
is about to leap overboard :— 

‘*She struggled angrily, and at the same 
moment the drifting boat struck against a hidden 
rock, and tilted over to its gunwale. There was 
one breathless instant of suspense, the next it 
had filled, and they were both in the water, 
going down together into its green depths. 
They rose still clinging to each other, and then 
Jessie, to her infinite horror, saw that Lord 
Farranfore was but a poor swimmer, yet he was 
resolutely holding her with one hand as though 
resolved to lose his own life to save hers.” 

It is only fair to say that ‘Mind, Body, 
and Estate’ is perfectly unobjectionable 
in tone, and at its silliest vastly pre- 
ferable to the second story, ‘Sea Maidens,’ 
which may be termed a delirious romance 
in one long fit. The reader will be 





sometimes haunted with the opinion that the 
writer is laughing at him in her sleeve, 
There is a lawyer whose very shadow 
wriggles on the grass, whose teeth gleam 
like the flash of acutlass, and who, balked 
of his bride, ‘‘ rides away like a white flame 
of fire sitting upon the wind.” 

There are three stories in the book to 
which M. Théophile Gautier fils has set 
that honoured name, and in point of writing 
at least they do no discredit to it. As a 
narrator M. Gautier perhaps fails somewhat 
to ‘round off” his creations. The title story 
turns on a rather improbable incident—the 
attempt of a man of position and fortune, 
actually frequenting Parisian society with 
his wife, to represent himself as unmarried 
to a Russian dancer acting in the French 
capital. The second is the too common 
history of a rustic light-o’-love, who is first 
seduced by, and then ruins and deserts, a 
young man of promise. The “man over- 
board,”’ as his friends call him, finds partial 
refuge in the unromantic post of station- 
master, and is abruptly left discharging his 
duties in the midst of the disasters of 1870. 
The third story gives a study of German 
life; a wronged and unforgiving husband, 
an erring wife who meets with rather un- 
deserved good fortune, a daughter distracted 
between her duties to her two parents, a 
faithful clerk, and so on. The stories show 
rather more of the pictorial than of the 
strictly literary faculty, by which it must not 
be understood that M. Gautier /i/s is a ‘‘ word- 
painter,” for his style is extremely sober. 

M. de Bernard’s heiress is a certain Miss 
Herington, and her adventures take place 
in Northern Italy. She has an English 
lover, Capt. Morley, who has some points 
of resemblance to Mordaunt in ‘ Vingt Ans 
Aprés,’ and is bad but brave; an Italian 
lover, the Marquis Valpieri, who is romantic; 
and a French lover, if he can be called so, 
the Count de Nevers, more properly denomi- 
nated M. Boulard, who is a capital stage 
nouveau riche. The whole book, though a 
little extravagant here and a little conven- 
tional there, has an agreeable savour of the 
gallant days of 1830-1850, both in its serious 
and its comic parts, and stands in very re- 
markable contrast to the ordinary French 
novel of to-day. It seems to be a first 
novel, and if it be so, and M. de Bernard 
will take pains and continue to resist 
the naturalist devil, he may help in no 
small degree to bring about better times 
for readers of what used, but has, alas! 
ceased, to be the most amusing division of 
European literature.

¢Numper Nunety-NiNE’ is the mysterious 
story of a murder in an hotel. The uncertainties 
of the situation are kept up with more than usual 
ability, and it is not till late in the day that the 
reader's apprehensions are relieved, though one 
feels confident that so rare a beauty as Clara 
Bertram will certainly falsify the appearances 
that are so strongly against her. 

‘The Cruise of the Theseus’ is a naval story 
of the approved Nelsonian type. The author 
has recourse to prophecy, and gives his boat- 
swains, middies, and other heroes the rare oppor- 
tunity of a European war, Russia and France 
combining to give the British blue-jacket a stir- 
ring time, which only brings out his powers in 
the approved manner of the ‘‘ brave days of old.” 

‘On Board the Esmeralda,’ on the other hand, 
deals with the mercantile marine. The hero 
runs away from school, is ill treated on board a 
collier, saves his enemy’s life on the proverbial 
hencoop, and goes through a fire at sea and 
many other experiences, 

Mr. Collingwood’s story takes the reader back 
to the old privateering days of the French war. 
An honest merchant skipper and a military 
captain who is treacherous, fast, and a gambler, 
and by a strange anachronism wears a moustache, 
are pitted against one another as rivals in the 
affections of Lucy the heroine. A series of strange 
events, in the course of which the leading per- 
sonages are reduced to slavery in the Spanish 
West Indies, result in the death of Edward 
Walford—not till his generous rival has rescued 
him, of course, from drowning—and the acquisi- 
tion by George Leicester of Lucy, a commission, 
abaronetcy, and a wooden leg. 

‘For Name and Fame’ is the story of a boy 
who is stolen by gipsies and brought up in 
ignorance of his parentage. Circumstances lead 
him to find his father in the army after he has 
distinguished himself in the Afghan war and 
risen from the ranks. There is a good stirring 
account of the campaign, in which, however, the 
sad episode of Maiwand is not overlooked. 

‘The Lion of the North’ is a praiseworthy 
attempt to interest British youth in the great 
deeds of the Scotch Brigade in the wars of 
Gustavus Adolphus. Mackay, Hepburn, and 
Munro live again in Mr. Henty’s pages, as those 
deserve to live whose disciplined bands formed 
really the germ of the modern British army. 

Mr. Frith has utilized with some success the 
days of Essex’s conspiracy and the Gunpowder 
Plot for the purposes of historical romance. It 
was natural that in dealing with the reign of 
James he should arouse a perilous comparison 
with ‘The Fortunes of Nigel.’ But, on the 
whole, he deals successfully with his subject, 
though his estimate of Cecil is shallow, and his 
own style less successful than most of the 
dialogue. 

Dick, Heathcote, and Cvote are three ex- 
cellent specimens of the right sort of schoolboy, 
and their experiences of Templeton do much to 
sober them and start them on a manly path. 
Templeton does not strongly resemble any school 
of our acquaintance, but has characteristics of its 
own, which are well described. 

‘The Fate of the Black Swan’ is a story of 
adventure by sea and land, of perils and narrow 
escapes, and of love triumphant, such as will be 
read with interest by boys and girls. The hero 
is cast upon the shore of New Guinea, and his 
rescue forms the principal incident of the tale.

Dickens at home—of Charles Dickens in rela- 
tion to his friends and his family—which is 
complete enough to be remarkable, and even 
affecting. Its principal quality is what—for 
want of a better word—may be called ‘‘af- 
fectionateness.”” Miss Dickens writes of the 
great artist who was her father and the world’s 
benefactor with all the strength of her heart ; 
and the result is that she carries her readers 
with her from her first page to her last. A point 
of special interest is that she has incorporated 
in her book the very striking and suggestive 
description of the novelist at work which ori- 
ginally appeared, some few months back, in 
the pages of the Cornhill Magazine. He wrote 
alone, as we know, and would suffer none in the 
room with him; so that had not ‘‘one of 
his daughters” been an invalid, and permitted 
(as such) to break the rule, so far as we re- 
member, we should never have known—what is, 
we take it, most interesting to know—how he 
acted his people in the process of composing 
them, and, as Miss Dickens puts it, ‘‘ did literally 
live in his books while writing them, turning 
his creations into living realities, with whom 
he wept, and with whom he rejoiced.” If the 
present work contained no more than that, it 
would still have good and suflicient raison d’étre. 
Another useful feature is a chronological ‘‘ sum- 
mary” of the great novelist’s writings —the 
plays, verses, and certain essays excepted—from 
the ‘ Sketches by Boz’ in 1835, down to ‘ Edwin 
Drood,’ in 1870. The portrait—a very good 
one—is from an unpublished photograph done 
by Charles Watkins, and dating from 1861, 
nine years before the sitter’s death. 


Few have a better right to demand attention 
for a short story than the author of ‘ Flitters, 
Tatters, and the Counsellor,’ but she is not seen 
at her best in A Singer's Story (Chapman & 
Hall). Her descriptions of the life of a governess 
and of society from the artist’s point of view are 
really good ; but the story as a story is wanting 
in point, and the little bit of love introduced in 
deference to rule is singularly flat and abrupt. 
Authors often complain that the public is only 
satisfied when they go on in the line in which 
they have made their first success ; but it is im- 
possible to forget that the author of ‘ A Singer's 
Story’ wrote ‘ Hogan, M.P.,’ and ‘ The Honour- 
able Miss Ferrard.’ 


Mr. Bret Harte has always something fresh 
to tell from his experiences of life in the Far 
West, and Maruja (Chatto & Windus) contains 
a quite new picture of old Spanish life on 
the wane; but in adding a touch of the pro- 
phetic and the supernatural he has gone far to 
spoil his story.

Report on the Scientific Results of the Voyage 
of H.M.S. Challenger.— Botany. Vol. I. 
Compiled by William Botting Hemsley, 
A.L.S. (Published by Order of Her 
Majesty’s Government.) 


Tus huge volume, rivalling any of its pre- 
decessors on other subjects in appearance, 
upholds in every respect the dignity and 
excellence of what are now well known as 
‘the Challenger Reports.”” The compiler 
must have had an arduous task to select 
from the material so successfully. The 
volume consists of an introduction on the 
present state of knowledge of various insular 
floras, dealing with the literature, a classifi- 
cation of the different islands with respect 
to their vegetation, and an analysis of 
their floras. The value of the book is 
enhanced considerably by Mr. Hemsley’s 
able attempt to generalize in this way as to 
the lessons taught by comparing the enor- 
mous mass of otherwise all but undigested 
facts about the plants of scattered islands ; 
at the same time he fully shows the import- 
ance of the matter, and plainly indicates 
how much has yet to be done before we are 
sufficiently informed as to the parts played 
by different agencies in determining the 
flora of an island. The sections on the 
dispersal of seeds, fruits, &c., by ocean 
currents and by birds are particularly inter- 
esting and instructive, and, without com- 
mitting ourselves to all the details, we may 
select the example (p. 46) of an island 
which has been largely furnished with 
plants by oceanic currents and birds as a 
capital illustration, worthy the attention of 
the student, written as it is with impartial 
reference to the knowledge afforded by the 
researches and travels of other workers 
in the field. The account of this subject, 
together with that in the appendix of the 
present volume, will undoubtedly serve as a 
most important résumé of all that is known 
with respect to the relations of means of dis- 
persal to the plants at present found on 
islands. 

The second, third, and fourth parts of the 
volume are taken up with the details of the 
various groups of islands visited and ex- 
plored and of the plants collected, and there 
are numerous excellent plates illustrating 





the chief features of interest to the system- 
atist in the rarer species. It is impossible 
to do justice to this part of the subject in a 
short space ; of the value of the work to the 
specialist there can be no doubt, and even 
the general reader may derive no small 
benefit and pleasure from the accounts of 
the climate, physical conditions, history, and 
vegetation of the various islands. 

It should be noted that the Report is not 
confined only to the notes made on board 
the Challenger and the collections so indus- 
triously made by Prof. Moseley, but, to the 
credit of the compiler and all concerned, 
it has been considerably enriched by in- 
formation derived from other sources as 
well, the aid afforded from Kew being espe- 
cially noteworthy. Finally, the Report has 
the merit of possessing a good index to each 
of the larger sections. 








Physico - Chemical Constants: Melting and 
Boiling Point Tables. By Thomas Carnelley, 
D.Sc. (Harrison & Sons.)—This is a very re- 
markable book, and we feel considerable diffi- 
culty in dealing with it. The enormous mass of 
data collected and published in the 352 pages 
of this quarto volume represents eight years of 
almost continuous labour, and to the general 
public it remains a sealed book. To educated 
chemists, especially if engaged in original in- 
vestigations, these tables are invaluable. The 
temperatures at which substances melt and boil 
are the two most characteristic properties of all 
matter, and as regards organic compounds, they 
are the means by which bodies are most easily 
recognized and their purity ascertained. The 
data available for tracing the connexion between 
the chemical composition of organic or inorganic 
substances and their melting and boiling points 
are extremely meagre. It became important, 
therefore, in many cases to determine by actual 
experiment these constants, and on account of 
the high temperatures required it was necessary 
to invent new processes. The investigating 
chemist, when dealing with a new or unknown 
compound, always endeavours to determine, for 
either theoretical or practical purposes, its melt- 
ing and boiling points. These tables, therefore, 
will save him a large amount of investigation, 
involving much thought and an enormous ex- 
penditure of time and labour. On this account 
we strongly advise every chemical inquirer to 
have Mr. Carnelley’s volume on his desk in the 
laboratory. 

Francis Garnier: Voyage d’ Exploration en 
Indo-Chine effectué par une Commission Fran- 
¢aise, (Paris, Hachette & Co.)—Although a 
ponderous volume of 662 pages, this is neverthe- 
less a relatively convenient and accessible repro- 
duction of the narrative of the great French Indo- 
Chinese expedition. The chief difference between 
the account given in the Tour du Monde and that 
of the ‘‘ publication officielle” is that the latter 
great work in two quarto volumes contains a 
series of papers by different members of the 
expedition on the geology, agriculture, ethno- 
logy, and other topics. For these the editor 
of the volume before us has not been able to 
find space; but he has given two maps from 
the atlas, and has added a certain number of 
notes, not of much importance, and intended 
chiefly to illustrate points in the text by refer- 
ence to later events. In some of the notes, and 
in an introduction, he dwells with very pardon- 
able enthusiasm on the distinguished character 
and services of the author. Francis Garnier 
was in truth a great traveller and a remarkable 
man. We may regret the occasional expression 
of anti-English feeling ; but this was only poli- 
tical, and by no means personal. We regret still 
more his untimely death in what to others than 
Frenchmen must seem a questionable enterprise. 
On the only geographical question dealt with in 
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the introduction, viz., as to the identity of the | 


San-po, the river of Lhasa, with the Brahma- 
putra or with the Irawadi, the editor shows an 
excess of caution in saying that ‘“‘la critique 
géographique hésite encore et n’ose répondre avec 
précision”; and Klaproth, D’Anville, and Dal- 
cymple are hardly the latest authorities on the 

uestion. The undisguised intentions of the 

rench towards Siam are casually shown in the 
characteristic remark of the editor, ‘‘ On oublie 
peut-étre trop aujourd’hui...... que le royaume 
de Siam est, au moins en partie, une annexe 
naturelle de la vallée du Mekong.” The absence 
of an index is hardly compensated by the 
‘Table des Matidres.”’ 








ASTRONOMICAL NOTES, 


ANOTHER small planet, No. 252, was discovered 
by M. Perrotin at Nice on the 27th ult. 

The eclipse of the sun on the 9th of September 
was observed at some points in and near the 
line of totality in New Zealand ; but full reports 
have not yet been received. 

Two addenda to the third volume of the Pub- 
lications of the Washburn Observatory have been 
published in advance and are of interest. The 
first contains a catalogue of 1,001 stars situated 
between 18° 0’ and 29° 39’ of southern declina- 
tion, which were observed by Prof. Tacchini 
with the meridian circle (by Pistor & Martins, 
with aperture of about 4°1 English inches) at 
Palermo between April, 1867, and July, 1869, 
and have been reduced by Father Hagen 
and Prof. Holden with the sanction of Prof. 
Tacchini. The stars are from thesixth to theninth 
magnitude, and lie in the region covered by the 
Washington zones. The wholenumber of observa- 
tions amounts to 2,161, so that most of the stars 
have been observed two or three times, and the 
observations appear to be excellent. The epoch 
of reduction is 1850, but the mean epoch of ob- 
servation of each star is appended. The other 
paper, by the same authors, contains a list of 
the places of 437 southern stars, reduced to the 
epoch 1850, derived from Washington transit- 
circle observations, and compared with the 
places in Yarnall’s Catalogue and with observa- 
tions made at the Cape of Good Hope and at 
Cordoba. 

The seventh volume of observations made at 
the Astrophysical Observatory at O-Gyalla has 
been published, containing those obtained in 
the year 1884, accompanied by two plates with 
thirteen drawings of Jupiter made between the 
2th of February and the 6th of April. 





DR. BULL, OF HEREFORD. 


WE record with regret the death of Dr. Henry | 


Graves Bull, a physician at Hereford, well 
known in connexion with the Woolhope Club 
and with its magnum opus on pomology, to which 
attention has been drawn from time to time in 
these columns. The seventh and final part of 
the ‘ Herefordshire Pomona’ is only just out 
of the press, and Dr. Bull’s labours in connexion 
with it—for we believe he rendered valuable aid 
throughout to the editor, Dr. Hogg—must have 
been amongst the latest occupations of his life. 
The excellent coloured plates of British apples 
and pears, which are one of the main attractions 
of this book, were prepared from the original 
sketches of Miss Bull, the daughter of the de- 
ceased, and of her friend Miss Ellis. Dr. Bu!l 
himself wrote the very full and interesting intro- 
duction on the early history of the apple and 
pear, as well as an account of Thomas Andrew 
Knight, a famous Herefordshire grower at the 
beginning of the present century, the two con- 
tributions together occupying more than half 
of the first part of the ‘Pomona.’ He was a 
man of wide reading and general attainment, 


whose repute extended far beyond the city and | 
At the Normandy | 


county in which he lived. 
Apple Congress of 1883, when the Hereford 
fruits gained the first medal for excellence, Dr. 
Bull astonished his hosts at a public banquet by 





replying to the complimentary speech of the 
president in an eloquent address in their own 
language. We believe that he had recently 
taken some steps to promote the publication of a 
‘ Herefordshire Flora,’ on the same scale as the 
‘ Pomona.’ 





GEOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 


A LETTER from New Guinea mentions that Mr. 
H. O. Forbes had arrived, and was about to 
start for the interior, intending to establish a 
camp in the Sogeri district (which lies due 
inland from Port Moresby, at a very considerable 
elevation), and there await the arrival of his 
men. 

Messrs. Capello and Ivens, who have recently 
come back from their remarkable journey across 
Africa, in the course of which they visited ex- 
tensive regions not hitherto seen by European 
travellers, are about to pay a visit to this country. 

‘Stanford’s Parliamentary County Atlas and 
Handbook of England and Wales’ more than 
fulfils the promise held forth by its title, for in 
addition to county and borough maps, clearly 
setting forth the new parliamentary divisions, 
it supplies twenty-three general statistical and 
physical maps, among which those by Mr. 
Buchan, illustrating the rainfall and the tem- 
perature for each month of the year, are more 
especially interesting. There are, besides, geo- 
logical, orographical, and hydrographical maps, as 
also maps illustrative of the census of 1881, and 
showing the dioceses of the Established Church. 
The accompanying text furnishes ample details 
on the area, population, and various administra- 
tive divisions of each county and parliamentary 
division. 

‘Philips’ First School Atlas, with Examina- 
tion Questions en each Map’ (Philip & Son), 
consists of twenty-four maps clearly engraved 
and coloured, but presenting no novel feature 
as compared with other English atlases of the 
same type. 

At Constantinople, according to the Eastern 
Express, Admiral Eyub Sabri Pasha has ready 
for publication the fourth volume of his ‘ Guide 
to the Holy Places of Islam’ (‘ Merat ul Hara- 
mein ’).

Mr. W. Semmons in the Mineralogical Magazin 
gives an interesting account of a recent discovery 
of the rare mineral ‘‘connellite,” a sulphato. 
chloride of copper, specimens of which are placed 
in the national collection at South Kensin 
and in the Museum of Practical Geology. Connell 
observed this mineral in 1847, and Dana gave it 
a specific name in 1850, since which time it has 
not until now been found. 


Mr. Joun Hartnup, for many years director 
of the observatory of the Mersey Docks and 
Harbour Board of Liverpool, is dead. He re- 
tired from his post but recently, in the seventy- 
ninth year of his age, when the Harbour Trust, 
recognizing the value of his observations and 
researches, gave him a handsome retiring allow. 
ance. 


THE Meteorological Returns for April, 188, 
from Calcutta, Lucknow, Lahore, Nagpur, Bom. 
bay, and Madras, have been received. We 
have also the report by Mr. John Eliot, 
Meteorological Reporter to the Government of 
Bengal, which is published as an ‘ Account of the 
South-West Monsoon Storms generated in the 
Bay of Bengal during the Years 1877 to 1881’ 
This report is accompanied by charts showing 
the tracks of the storms and monthly charts. 


Mr. Henry F. Branrorp, F.R.S., sends w 
his elaborate report ‘On the Meteorology of 
India in 1883.’ This quarto volume does not 
readily admit of such a notice as would conform 
to the necessities of our pages. It comprehends 
a full description of the meteorological stations 
and their instruments. The meteorology of the 
year 1883 has careful consideration. The dura 
tion of bright sunshine, nocturnal radiation, 
the temperatures of the ground and the ait, 
atmospheric pressure, winds, hydrometry, and 
cloud proportion, each and all receive a 
searching examination, the conclusions drawn 
from the experiences of the year being based 
on the most generally adopted philosophical 
principles. 


Mr. Burcuarp, Director of the Mint in the 
United States, in his annual Report gives 
production of gold in America in 1884 # 
$30,800,000. In 1883 the gold produced was 
valued at $30,000,000. These years have given 
the smallest yield of gold since 1848. The pro- 
duction of silver was $2,000,000 in excess of 
that for 1882, and the largest ever reported. 


Tre Canadian Record of Science has been 
received. This journal, which replaces the Cana- 
dian Naturalist, and includes the Pr 
of the Natural History Society of Montreal, 
contains several interesting papers, especialy 
one by Mr. R. P. Greg, ‘On some Prehistone 
and Ancient Linear Measures,’ which give ev 
dence of most painstaking research.

MINOR EXHIBITIONS. 


Taz picture-dealers’ exhibitions, of which the 
doors were simultaneously opened to the public 
on Monday last, contain hardly anything which 
jsat once new and noteworthy. On the other 
hand, of the five gatherings now before the world, 
three comprise several capital and already well- 
known works, which, while they hang on dealers’ 
vals, have somehow failed to find purchasers 
courageous enough to take them at their in- 
trinsic or their commercial values. Of the 
collection of Mr. Carl Haag’s drawings at Messrs. 
Boussod & Valadon’'s rooms we can have nothing 
new to say. Previous experience of the 19th 
Century Art Society’s gallery in Conduit 
Street did not raise hopes which have been dis- 
appointed this season, or compel us to abandon 
trust that its contents need be looked at in 
future. There remain Mr. Wallis’s mixed group 
of pictures in the French Gallery, the thirty- 
third, and, we are sorry to say, the least attrac- 
tive of the series ; Mr. Tooth’s nondescript, but 
by no means uninteresting omniwm gatherwm in 
the Haymarket ; and the much less numerous 
examples of his neighbour Mr. McLean, which, 
with one or two exceptions of high merit, are of 
even less than mediocre quality. 

We consider Mr. Wallis’s pictures in their order 
on the walls, grouping each painter’s works, and 
note with pleasure the crisp, clear, firm touch 
and sparkling colouring of Herr W. Velten’s 
‘Pursued ’ (No. 2), a spirited group of waggoners 
and their horses on a rough road. Mr. E. 
Nicol’s “‘Here they Come!” (3), an Irish 
peasant lounging at a cottage door, his wife 
behind him, and both expecting the advent of 
some travellers, has capital spirit and character, 
less ugliness and better colouring than usual. 
The ‘Egyptian Fruit-Sellers’ (8) of Prof. 
Miller, and other examples from the same 
hand, which were intended for the piéces de 
résistance of this collection, are the better for 
being much less ‘‘ professorial” than usual. 
In No. 8 a woman with an orange-basket on her 
head and a little boy at her side walks in a sunlit 
street. ‘An Almée’s Admirers’ (30) shows a 
buxom dancer moving with graceful action and 
outstretched hands amid a group of Arabs, 
whose faces have more animation than hers 
ethibits. As is frequent in the art of the pro- 
fessor, there is excess of paint and lack of golden 
and bronze hues in the carnations here; the 
substances of the flesh and garments are too 
much alike, while the texture of the former 
recelves insufficient clearness and is not bril- 

t. ‘The Guardian of the Sacred Well’ 
(31) comprises a pretty and spirited figure of a 
little boy drinking from a tube set in the wall. 
The best picture of nineteen before us by the 
professor is ‘ Tric-Trac Players’ (39), a scene ina 
Cairene Café, with figures squatted on the floor 
and deeply interested lookers on.

tr K. Allan-Schmidt, might have been painted 
ad. & photograph, it has parts which are true 

solid. The interior of a smith’s shop, its 
ading grey and rusty tints, are right, but 





the minute touch, laboured as it is, is unsympa- 
thetic and ineffective. The ‘ Reverie of Wind- 
sor’ (14), by Herr Heffner, exhibits, amid its 
artificiality and abundant evidence of the lamp, 
a real vein of pathos, noble expression, and 
wealth of silvery colour. We see the castle on 
its height against a clear, pale azure and almost 
nacreous sky ; in front the level river shines ; in 
the mid-distance are trees and meadows ; beyond 
these are the red roofs and smoky chimneys of 
the town. We may wonder at the false blue- 
ness of the swans, the mere brown paint of the tree 
shadows, the utter want of modelling and form 
in the middle distance of the picture, but we 
cannot deny the influence of its charm of senti- 
ment. 

The humorous facility of M. C. Seiler, who 
paints in the vein of M. Chevignard without 
copying him, is apparent at its best in ‘ A School 
for Scandal’ (18), a hard and somewhat stony 
picture of three old men gossiping at table, com- 
prising spirited and clever delineations. The 
‘ Forsaken’ (52) of Signor P. Morgari shows 
with spirit and some meretriciousness a hand- 
some woman angry and weeping while she pulls 
aside a portiére. Mrs. Anderson would do well 
to avoid paintiness in her faces; witness the very 
clever and pathetic ‘ Waiting for the Bride’ (62). 
Mr. Burgess has made a picture, which lacks only 
purity and brilliancy of colour and lighting to 
be entirely welcome, out of the incident of 
Spaniards ‘ Kissing the Relics’ (67) before an 
altar. A priest presents a monstrance to the 
lips of a kneeling lady, and a peasant has 
brought her sick child in hopes of a cure. There 
is a group of spectators—whose business is not 
expressed—and, best of all, two boy acolytes 
laughing over a book while the sacred office in 
which they have parts proceeds unheeded. 
Here we miss the sparkling tones and tints of 
Fortuny, the finish and choiceness of Zamacois, 
qualities Mr. Burgess may cultivate. 

Signor Corrodi’s ‘Sandstorm in the Desert’ 
(109), an effective and pretending piece, lacks 
refinement, modesty, and learning. With an 
excess of paint, the artist, depicting the moving 
grains as if they were water-spray, has failed to 
give the peculiar horizontal streaming of sand 
upon a wind. The sky is coarser than the land. 
There is clever observation and just insight in 
Herr C. M. Graz’s ‘ Left to the Church’ (112), 
three monks studying a will. In addition to 
the above let us call attention to Mr. J. T. 
Whaite’s ‘Haymaking’ (128), Herr Velten’s 
‘Horse Fair’ (121), Mr. R. 8. James’s careful 
‘In Retreat’ (117), Mr. H. Goodwin’s true 
and tender ‘ Corner of Old England ’ (108), and 
‘Good Bye to Summer’ (105), and M. Chel- 
monski’s ‘ Following the Hounds’ (73). 

At Mr. Tooth’s we found Mr. Alma Tadema’s 
four pictures of the seasons (146-9), not by any 
means his best works, but always welcome ; Mr. 
Hook’s ‘ Wild Harbourage’ (150), of which the 
same may be said; two acceptable pictures by 
Mr. T. Faed, called ‘ The Offer’ (171) and ‘ Ac- 
cepted’ (172); two landscapes by Mr. E. Parton 
(151 and 157); M. E. Frére’s well-known ‘A 
Pull Up’ (155); and M. L’Hermitte’s ‘ Les Cor- 
donnitres’ (158), all of which we have seen 
before. Among six score other paintings, mostly 
of no consideration, we found Mr. Burgess’s 
‘Charity ’ (2), Mr. Pott’s ‘Leisure Hour’ (11), 
M. G. de Bréanski’s ‘Calm Morning’ (12), Mr. 
E. Parton’s ‘In the Highlands’ (16), Mr. B. W. 
Leader’s pretty but mechanical and mannered 
‘On the Llugwy’ (28), M L’Hermitte’s ‘ Noon’ 
(38), Mr. Heywood Hardy's ‘Over the Hills’ 
(42), and pictures by MM. Jacquet, P. Bonheur, 
J. Burr, K. Halswelle, A. Burr, A. J. Hook, 
and others. We found occasion for larger com- 
ments in the following. Signor ©. Detti’s 
‘L’Arrivée des Mariés’ (8), a bride alighting 
from her coach amid numerous spectators; a 
clever and sparkling picture, and a somewhat un- 
happy outcome of Portuny’s example which we 
saw at the Salon. In the same gathering we 
saw and praised M. L. Jimenez’s ‘Un Vieux 








Célibataire’ (21), a surly old fellow cutting 
cabbages in his garden, and talked to by a 
buxom woman. Though a little hard and thin 
the picture has abundance of delicate finish an 
much spirit. Mr. S. E. Waller's ‘ Flown’ (23) 
shows the gate of Cowdray Castle and the arriva 
of soldiers ordered to capture a prisoner. Like 
much the artist has produced. it is clever, but 
painty and designed in an ad captandum wa 
which needs no comment. Signor Jimenez’s 
‘One of the Quartette’ (27) has the thin, hard, 
and shining surface of an agate, and depicts, 
with much deftness of touch and drawing, an old 
fellow with a violoncello seated on a bench of 
blue brocade. M. Harmaleff’s ‘ Constance’ (31) 
is a mere repetition of the mannerisms of M. 
Hébert. Mr. Brett’s ‘Port Guarda’ (35) is a 
brilliant, finely drawn study of bright blue 
surges advancing in ranks against a rocky coast. 
Few painters draw moving water better than in 
this sketch. ‘ Toward Point’ (43), by the same, 
showing deep blue seas, is solid, well modded 
and very clear. Mr. S. Lucas in ‘Metal more 
Attractive’ (53) has painted, with spirit worth 
of the occasion, a buxom lass coquetting, mu 
to the disgust of a civilian admirer, with a 
stalwart young soldier in a hideous Georgian 
costume. The soldier’s face is grotesquely 
good. Mr. E. Croft’s ‘The Captured Spy ’ (68), 
though heavy in colour and dark, displays with 
much deftness of touch and movement a troop 
of horse soldiers travelling in rainy weather ; 
the captive is tied to one of the saddles. The 
‘Bright Autumn Afternoon ’ (78) of Mr. Leader, 
giving a vista of the Lledr valley, illustrates at 
its very best the facile, superficial, mannered, 
and conventionalized realism — which is quite 
different from the sincere realism of painters 
like Sir J. Millais and W. Davis — of the so- 
called School of Barnes as represented by the 
Williams, Bonnington, and Percy families, and 
Mr. Vicat Cole. Mr. Burgess’s ‘ Better is a 
Dinner of Herbs,’ &c. (83), Spaniards at their 
simple repast, commends the painter — 
enough. The ‘Soubrette’ (114) of Signor R. 
Madrazo shows the dashing wench in her gala 
dress, It is cleverly painted with paint. No. 117, 
by Mr. W. L. Wyllie, called ‘ Black Stakes,’ is 
a capital sketch of barges sailing in a stiff breeze 
at the mouth of the Thames. Without much 
refinement, it is animated and vigorous. The 
water is capital in movement and colour. 

At Mr. McLean’s may be seen M. Benlliure’s 
‘ Preaching in a Parish Church in Valencia ’ (15), 
which, though too black in the shadows and 
‘ange in the lights to be good as a picture, 

as much merit in the design, expressions and 
characters of a numerous audience listening to 
a preacher in an external pulpit. M. P. Billet’s 
‘Shepherdess, Brittany’ (16), shows the girl 
seated in day-dream under a tree. It is very 
rough and black, but there is energy in the 
conception of rude life ; the belt and chain by 
which she has been attached to a wandering 
cow illustrate one of the amenities of peasant 

roprietorship in France. The best new picture 
hos is Heer J. Israéls’s ‘Fisherman’s Wife, 
Anxiety’ (17), a too-young matron seated on 
the sands at twilight before a terrible rank of 
breakers, and watching their fury. It has 
pathos of the deepest, most energetic kind, very 
roughly but powerfully expressed, and although, 
technically speaking, not more than a 
sketch, is remarkable for success in dealing with 
tone. There is capital painting about the 
woman’s feet. M. E. de Blaas’s ‘ Polenta’ (18) 
—the interior of a Venetian cot where 
a young matron gives a meal to her children— 
is commendable for the considerate and tender 
action and expression of the woman and the 
vivacity and humour of the children. The 
figures are out of proportion with each other, 
and, technically speaking, it is the least satis- 
factory of the painter's works known to us. 
Signor Barbudo’s ‘Le Mariage d’un Prince’ (19) 
is the latest, but not the best outcome of the 








example of Fortuny. With some fantastic ex- 
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aggerations of the expressions and attitudes, it 
illustrates with much spontaneity and dash the 
exit of a royal couple and their attendants from a 
church. The caricature here is grotesque and 
vivid. Signor A. Mas y Fondevila’s ‘ Les Of- 
frandes & N. D. de Ja Salute’ (29) is, like the last, 
coarsened. ‘The Time of Roses’ (32), by M. de 
Blaas, we think we have seen before. It gives, 
with much of the painter’s better power, three 
buxom and handsome wenches at a garden wall, 
looking at a passing procession, or what not. Their 
sunny faces and spontaneous actions are very 
acceptable indeed. We saw at the last Salon 
M. E. Feyen’s fine, soft, and silvery toned 
‘Mussel Gatherers’ (35), figures grouped on a 
beach in misty sunlight. ‘ The Last Day of a Con- 
demned’ (60) is a reduced version of Herr Mun- 
kacsy’s masterpiece, and well worth seeing, 
although not so good as the larger picture we 
saw in the Salon many years ago. Near it hang

MR. ROBERT THORBURN, A.R A. 


Tuis artist, who died at Tunbridge Wells on 
the 2nd inst., was the son of a tradesman, and 
was born at Dumfries in March, 1818. One of his 
brothers was well known as a wood-carver. Robert 
Thorburn was educated in the high school of his 
native town, and early gave signs of artistic 
powers of no mean order. It is, on his own 
authority, said that when a mere boy, a lady 
saw him drawing in his father’s shop, and, 
being pleased with his efforts, assisted his 
studies, so that, aided by subscriptions, he 
was, when fifteen years of age, able to go to 
Edinburgh and enter the Scottish Academy, 
then under the charge of Sir William Allan. In 
this school he made rapid progress, and carried 
off the first prize twice consecutively. In 1836, 
armed with introductions from the then Duke 
of Buccleuch, he came to London, and was 
admitted a student of the Royal Academy. His 
forte was portrait painting in miniature, but his 
training was more comprehensive than is gener- 
ally received by tyros in the minor art ; accord- 
ingly his style was unusually broad and his 
painting vigorous. He, for the first time, ex- 

ibited in the Royal Academy in 1837, his 
works being “ No. 776, Portrait,” and ‘‘ No. 903, 
Portraits.’”” Until 1884 he exhibited, with few 
omissions, annually at the Academy, and at the 
Academy only, the total number of his con- 
tributions being 257. The greater portion of these 
works were miniatures in water colours, in which 
he for many years excelled, rivalling Sir William 
Ross himself, Sir William Newton, Mr. Carrick, 
and Mr. Wells, his later competitor. Many of 
these examples satisfy even fastidious critics, 
who are pleased by the clever adaptation of 
his figures to their backgrounds and accessories, 
the grace and gentleness of his ladies, and the 
easy dignity of his men. He painted a very great 
number of the élite of his time, and rarely failed 
in securing a likeness. In 1846 he produced a 
famous miniature of the Queen, and within a 
few years nearly all the royal family. About 
twenty years ago, finding, it is said, his art going 
out of vogue, he, with no fortunate results, 
adopted, or rather reverted to, oil painting. In 
1848 he was elected an A.R.A.; in February of 





the present year he resigned the Associateship 
and entered the Retired grade of the Academy. 
In 1855 he gained a First Class Medal at the 
Paris Exposition Universelle. Among his better- 
known works are miniatures of the Hon. Mrs. 
Norton’s family, Marchioness of Water- 
ford and Viscountess Canning (a first - rate 
instance of his betier powers), Duchess of | 
Buccleuch and family, Earl of Craven, Lord H. | 
Cholmondeley, Sir F. Bathurst, Earl of Mount | 
Edgcumbe, Countess of Mount Edgeumbe, Lady 
Mary Vyner and her children, Countess of Dun- 
more, Hon. Mrs. Gage, Mrs. E. Phipps and 
children, Miss Denison, Earl of Elgin, Lady 
Carmichael, Bishop of Carlisle, Mrs. Gladstone 


and child, Lady Torphichen and Mrs. H. John- 
stone, Hon. Mrs. Percy, Mr. and Mrs. Hope 


Johnstone, Mrs. Inglis, Marquis of Ormonde, , 


Hon. Mrs. Rashleigh, Mrs. Milbanke, Lady 
Louisa Fitzmaurice, Sir G. Montgomery, Prince 
Albert, Marchioness of Ormonde, Countess of 
Shelburne, Lady F. Egerton, Lord W. Graham 
in Montrose’s armour, Grand Duchess of Meck- 
lenburg-Strelitz, Marchioness of Londonderry, 
Duchess of Montrose, Lady E. Bruce, the 
Marquis of Graham, Lady W. Thynne, and the 
Hon. F. Russell. Some of these portraits have 
been engraved. Of the R.A.s living at the 
date of Mr. Thorburn’s election, only Messrs. 
Herbert and Webster survive. Of his fellow 
A.R.A.s, Messrs. Redgrave, Cope, Marshall, 
T. S. Cooper, Frith, and F. R. Pickersgill re- 
main with us. 





NOTES FROM ROME, 


WHEN, several years ago, the municipal 
authorities brought forth their grand scheme 
for the improvement and enlargement of 
Rome (the piano regolatore), which comprised 
the building of new quarters, the opening of new 
streets, the widening of the old ones, the em- 
bankment of the Tiber, and the drainage of the 
whole town, we saw at once that these im- 
provements could not be accomplished without 
heavy losses, both material and moral. Events 
have justified the prediction. The old town, 
with its indescribable charm and its almost over- 
whelming mass of historical and traditional 
recollections, is fast vanishing from our sight; 
and a new capital, built on the Leghorn type, 
with straight avenues, square blocks of six- 
storied houses, kiosks, and cast-iron fountains, 
is springing up from the ruins of the old one. 
I shall mention only one chapter of these annals 
of destruction : the loss of that exquisite crown 
of villas and gardens which surrounded the 
town and made it almost unique of its 
kind in the world. The disappearance of those 
groves of secular trees must be considered 
not only as a loss in itself, but also in relation 
to the salubrity and the genial aspect of the 
town. Our ancient temples, arches, and aque- 
ducts, our medizeval churches and cloisters, 
standing formerly in dreamy solitudes of shady 
avenues and embedded in a mass of verdure, are 
now surrounded by enormous houses of the worst 
kind of modern architecture, with dazzling white 
fronts, green shutters, and false ornamentation. 

The building mania has invaded the most 
remote and secluded spots, both inside and out- 
side the walls, and although the population 
of the capital scarcely reaches 325,000, eager 
speculators are making the accommodation 
sufficient for more than half a million. Their 
hasty and distasteful erections begin at S. 
Agnese on the Via Nomentana, and end— 
for the time being—at the Vigna Costa on 
the Via Portuensis, a distance of four and 
a half English miles as the crow flies. To 
show that there is no exaggeration in these com- 
plaints, and that lovers of Rome have plenty of 
reason to mourn over these sad changes, I will 
simply give the list of the villas which have either 
disappeared or are in course of destruction : 
1862-72, the Villa Montalto. Negroni-Massimo, 
on the Esquiline ; 1867, the Villa Altieri, in the 
same region ; 1872, the Villa Rondinini Grazioli, 
near the Pretorian Camp, and the Villa Tor- 
lonia, near the Porta Pia; 1875, the Botanic 
Gardens, on the Janiculum; 1876, the Villa 
Aldobrandini, on the Quirinal ; 1878, the Farne- 
sina, on the Tiber ; 1880, the Villa Mellini, on 
Monte Mario; 1882, the Villa Barberini and 
the Vigna Barberini-Spithéwer, on the Quirinal ; 
1883, the Orti Farnesiani, on the Palatine, and 
the Villa Corsini, on the Janiculum ; 1884, the 
Villa Casali, on the Coelian, the Villa Giustiniani 
Massimo, at the Lateran, and the Villa Bona- 
parte, near the Porta Salaria. 

The present year has seen altogether more 
destruction than the preceding quarter of a cen- 
tury. First of all comes the magnificent Villa

the present moment, stopped by judicial decree 
but there is no doubt that the town will lose its 
case, and that Prince Borghese will realize g 
handsome sum of money by selling the glory 
pride, and munificence of his ancestors. How. 
ever, as in all the troubles and sorrows of this 
world there is always a little way open to con- 
solation, let us look at the bright side of the 
case and take into consideration the important 
archeological treasures which the destruction of 
the villas and the uprooting of the venerable 
groves have brought to light within the last few 
months. 

Prince Charles Bonaparte sold that portion of 
his lovely villa which ran parallel with the Via 
Salaria, and overlooked the valley of the Sallus- 
tianGardens. In excavating for the foundations 
of the first new house, within six feet of the 
boundary line between the new quarter and 
what is left of the Bonaparte estate, at a 
depth of nineteen feet, two sepulchral chambers 
have been discovered. One belongs to the first 
century of the Christian era, and appeared to 
contain only cinerary urns and cippi ; the other, 
much larger and better decorated, belongs to 
the second century, and contained nothing but 
sarcophagi. The archeological treasures dis- 
covered in these hypogea, and now exhibited 
in the Palazzo Campanari on the Via Nazionale, 
number - six cippi with inscriptions of the 
highest historical interest, two cippi without 
inscriptions, ten finely sculptured marble sarco- 
phagi, some heads and busts, coins of Antoninus 
Pius, Caracalla, and Claudius Gothicus, stucco 
bas-reliefs, terra-cottas, &c. These are the finds 
officially certified, but there is reason to believe 
that other objects have been sold secretly or 
concealed. It is reported, for instance, that a 
beautiful bronze statuette, about two feet high, 
was found in one of the tombs, but secreted by 
the workman and sold to a Russian for 6,000 
lire. Others speak of a life-size marble statue 
buried again under the foundations of the house. 
At any rate, without giving these reports more 
credit than they deserve, one thing is certain— 
the tomb of the Licinian family (such is the 
official denomination given to the place) is the 
richest and most important tomb discovered in 
Rome since 1870. The six inscribed cippi, all 
beautifully worked and ornamented with festoons, 
rams’ heads, goblets, and paterze for funeral 
libations, belong to the following historical 
personages :— 

1. M. Licinius Crassus Frugi, Preetor Urbanus 
a.p. 24, Consul a.p. 27, Governor of Mauritania, 
&c. He was murdered by order of Claudius 
a.p. 47, together with his son Pompeius and his 
wife Scribonia. 

2. Cn. Pompeius Magnus, son of the preced- 
ing. He was cousidered one of the noblest you 
of his age, especially from his mother’s side, a 
he united in himself the glories of the great 
houses of the Pompeii, Licinii, Calpurnii Pisones, 
and Scribonii Libones. Under Caligula he found 
himself in danger of his life, on account of the 
cognomen Magnus, which excited the jealousy of 
the emperor. His life was saved at the expense 
of the cognomen. Claudius gave it back to him 
on the occasion of his marriage with Antonia, 
daughter of Claudius himself and Elia Ptina. 
His splendid career, his nobility, and his alliance 
with the imperial family excited the jealousy 
Messalina, a foe far more dangerous than 
gula. She soon obtained from Claudius the 
sentence of death against Pompeius and against 
his parents. ea 

3. L. Calpurnius Piso Frugi Licinianus, 
youngest son of No. 1, and brother of No. 2 
He was born a.p. 38, and spent many year 
in banishment, while the extermination 
parents and brothers (begun, as I have 
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above, A.D. 47, and ended with the murder of 
Licinius Frugi, killed by Nero a.p. 67) was being 
accomplished. Soon after the death of Nero, 
Galba accepted him as son, and named him his 
universal heir, and in the first week of January, 
69, named him successor to the imperial throne. 
Four days afterwards Galba was murdered by 
the Praetorian rebels, together with his adopted 
son, Whose head, severed from the trunk, was 
conceded to his wife Veronia Gemina. The 
inscription found in the Via Salaria shows that 
this affectionate woman was buried in the same 
Jace with her husband. 

4, Caius Calpurnius Crassus Frugi Licinianus, 
Consul A.D. 87. Having conspired against 
Nerva, he was banished to Taranto with his wife 
Agedia Quintina. A second conspiracy (against 
Trajan) brought upon him banishment to a far- 
away island ; and an attempt to escape from this 
second place of banishment was the cause of 
his violent death. 

Such was the sad fate of the four princi- 
pal occupants of this sepulchral chamber. 
There is reason to believe that even their 
last repose was in some way troubled, and that 
they were persecuted by adverse fate even after 
death. Their cippi have been found hammered 
and split into fragments, and their names half 
erased from the tombstones. Their ashes had 
been scattered to the four winds. I shall mention 
only two other names engraved on cinerary urns 
found within the same vault—a Caius Calpurnius 
Licinius, whose place in the family genealogy is 
not well ascertained, and a Licinia Cornelia 
Volusia Torquata, whose names reveal for the 
first time an alliance between the two powerful 
families of the Volusii and the Licinii. 

The contents of the other chamber, namely, 
the ten marble sarcophagi, deprived of any 
historical interest because no name is engraved 
upon them, are highly interesting from an artistic 
point of view. Each of them may be considered 
as achoice specimen of Roman funereal sculp- 
ture of the second century. Some of the coffins 
are simply decorated with festoons, winged genii, 
scenic masks, chimzeree, &c. Others are orna- 
mented with scenes mostly relating tothe Bacchic 
cycle. The various scenes, with figures in altis- 
simo rilievo, represent the infancy of Bacchus, his 
triumphal return from India, his desertion of 
Ariadne in the island of Naxos, orgiastic dances, 
and so on, There are two other sarcophagi of 
another style, the first entirely decorated with 
military emblems, the second representing the 
rape of the Leucippides.

of the City of London. It will be rather larger 





in size than the books on the houses of Worces- 
tershire, Warwickshire, and Staffordshire by 
which he is best known, and will contain at least 
seventeen etchings on copper and some litho- 
graphic plates. No fewer than fifteen City 
churches have been pulled down within the 
present century, and an indefinite number 
of others are threatened. But some of the 
threatened are at least likely to survive those 
who threaten them ; for men are fortunately not 
now so careless about them as when, not very 
long ago, it was thought safe to include even St. 
Helen’s, Bishopsgate, in the list of those to be 
destroyed, Mr. Niven has been collecting his 
materials for some years, and has sketches of 
some of the destroyed churches taken by him- 
self whilst they were yet standing, and proofs 
of some of the plates have from time to time 
appeared in the exhibitions of the Royal Academy 
and the Society of Painter-Etchers. Mr. Niven 
has been doing a good work, and we wish some 
one would do the like for the threatened 
churches of the city of York before it is too late. 


A reEporT recently issued by the executive 
committee of the last Calcutta Exhibition 
shows that the receipts of the commission were 
502,858 rupees, and the expenses 504,248 rupees. 


Tue Longfellow Statue Association at Port- 
land has accepted a design by Mr. Franklin 
Simmons, and the statue will be placed at the 
corner of Congress and State streets, Portland. 


Mr. W. W. Srory’s recumbent statue of Ezra 
Cornell has arrived at Ithaca, U.S., from Rome, 
and will shortly be placed in the memorial 
chapel. 

M. Cuares VeRLAT, the animal painter, has 
been nominated Director of the newly organized 
Academy of the Fine Arts in Antwerp. M. Verlat 
was born at Antwerp in 1824, and studied under 
De Keyser. For some years he was Director 
of the Art School at Weimar. 


Tue record of the 2nd inst. includes mention 
of the death, in his sixty-fourth year, of the 
well-known landscape coast painter Mr. John 
Mogford, a member of an artistic family, and a 
copious exhibitor at the Academy and elsewhere 
since 1846, when he contributed ‘A Brisk 
Breeze, off the Coast of Brittany,’ to the gallery 
in Trafalgar Square. In the next year he sent 
‘ Martello Towers, near Bexhill,’ to the British 
Institution, the first of many contributions to 
the gallery in Pall Mall, and in 1848 ‘ Portrait 
of a Lady and Dog’ to the gathering in Suffolk 
Street, which was succeeded by a score of pic- 
tures, the attractions of which were effectual 
enough to win for their author increase of re- 
putation. He was elected an Associate of the 
New Society of Painters in Water Colours in 
1866, and he became a Member of this body in 
1867. Since this time his romantic and scenic 
drawings of Cornish and other cliff subjects, 
with castles and majestic headlands overlooking 
the sea at sunset, dawn, and noon, have been 
among the most popular features of the society’s 
exhibitions. He remained with the New Society 
when it dubbed itself the Institute of Painters 
in Water Colours, and continued so when its 
constitution was changed and its quarters were 
removed from Pall Mall to Piccadilly. 


Tae death is announced of M. Alexandre 
Segé, the very eminent and able French land- 
scape painter, whose contributions to the Salons 
we have often admired and described. This 
event was due to the rupture of an aneurism, 
and occurred at Coubron (Seine et Oise), in the 
sixty-seventh year of the artist’s age. The 
Journal des Arts states that M. Segé was born 
in Paris and became a pupil of Cogniet and 
Flers ; he first contributed to the Salon of 1844 
a picture entitled ‘Intérieur de Ferme a 
Voiray, Chartres.’ He obtained a medal in 
1869 with ‘L’Orme de Vaumadeu’ and ‘La 
Crevasse de Karoual’; a Second Class Medal in 
1873 with ‘Les Pins de Pledhélia’ and ‘ Au 
Righi.’ He was named as Knight of the Legion 





of Honour in 1874, when he exhibited ‘Un 
Matin dans les Alpes’ and ‘ Ferme de Karoual.’ 
He obtained a Third Class Medal in 1878 at the 
Exposition Universelle, to which he sent ‘ Les 
Chaumes’ and ‘Le Chemin Vert.’ Affecting 
the peculiar landscape of La Beauce, near Brie, 
and in the environs of Chartres, he rarely failed 
in rendering the breadth, simplicity, and noble 
sentiment of that region, with much of its sad- 
ness and the silvery glow of colour which may 
often be observed there. He recognized an 
almost classic dignity in the Breton and Corsican 
subjects he often depicted. In the Luxembourg 
is M. Segé’s ‘ Les Chaines de Kertregounec.’ 
Among his paintings of note are ‘ La Vallée de 
Courtry,’ ‘Les Champs & Coubron,’ ‘L’Epine 
d@’Antoigny,’ ‘Les Chataigniers de Beauvoir,’ 
‘La Vallée de Ploukermeur,’ ‘Au Pays Char- 
train’ (which we admired greatly in the Salon of 
last year), and this year ‘ Prés de St. Pair’ and 
‘La Vallée de la Sée.’ He was interred in the 
cemetery at Bondy. 

M. CuHazikres, an inhabitant of Lyons, has 
bequeathed to that city a legacy amounting to 
500 000 francs, for the purchase of works of art, 
pictures, statues, and the like. 

Every one who has visited Eton College will 
remember Weston’s Yard and the range of pic- 
turesque buildings which forms its western side. 
The southern portion consists of an exquisite 
example of English domestic architecture of the 
time of Elizabeth, which has suffered less than 
other parts of the fabric from ignorant treat- 
ment, and still remains one of the few genuine 
relics of the Eton of our forefathers. It is now 
occupied by the Head Master, but there it was 
that Sir Henry Savile, the tutor of Queen Eliza- 
beth and founder of the Savilian professorships 
at Oxford, set up the printing press which 
turned out his celebrated edition of the works 
of St. John Chrysostom. The northern part 
of the range, though later in date of erection, 
ends with a picturesque house, with charac- 
teristic dormers fronting the Playing Fields, 
now occupied by Mr. Rouse. The whole range 
is one of the hereditary treasures of a foundation 
which has exercised a valuable influence on Eng- 
land for more than four hundred years, and cer- 
tainly deserves to be treated with special respect 
and consideration. If, however, we may trust 
general rumour, there is a probability of the 
whole being swept away in order to provide 
additional accommodation, for which there is 
said to be an urgent demand. The fact that 
Mr. Rouse has had notice to quit at Christmas 
certainly shows that there is some foundation 
for this rumour of change. If the structural 
capacity of the college is inadequate to the fulfil- 
ment of its purposes no objection can be made 
to its extension ; but extension does not neces- 
sarily involve the destruction of what can never 
be replaced.

CrysTAL PALACE.—Dvorak’s Second Symphony. 
Sr. James's HALu.—The Richter Concerts. 
ALBERT HaLL.—Gounod’s ‘ Mors et Vita.’ 


Tue first performance at the Crystal Palace 
of Dvorak’s Symphony in p minor, written 
for the Philharmonic Society, and produced 
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under the direction of the composer at the 
Philharmonic Concerts last April, was the 
special feature of last Saturday’s concert. 

e noticed the work in so much detail on 
the occasion of its production last season 
(Atheneum, No. 3001) that little remains to 
add now, save that a second hearing of the 
work more than confirms the very high 
Opinion expressed in these columns after its 
first performance. Dvordk has here un- 
questionably given one of the maturest 
fruits of his genius. The thorough origin- 
ality of the work is its greatest charm; 
but second only to this are the splendid 
workmanship and the clearness of form 
which characterize each movement. It is 
gratitying to find composers of the rank of 

rahms and Dvordk taking the side of law 
as opposed to licence, and proving by their 
writings that, whatever may be said by 
adherents of the so-called ‘‘advanced school,” 
the forms which were sufficient for Mozart 
and Beethoven are not yet effete, but that in 
the hands of a master they can still be made 
a satisfactory medium for the expression of 
even the most intense emotion. Dvoradk’s 
symphony abounds in passionate utterances, 
yet the composer never sacrifices the require- 
ments of form. His work is as coherent as 
a symphony by Beethoven or Schumann. 
The performance of the work last Saturday 
was again a triumph for Mr. Manns and his 
orchestra—a triumph the more remarkable 
as the score did not reach England till the 
revious Tuesday, and it was consequently 
impossible to hold as many preliminary re- 
hearsals as Mr. Manns usually devotes to a 
new and difficult work. The Crystal Palace 
orchestra has never played more superbly 
than during the present season. This was 
further shown on Saturday by a splendid 
rendering of the Overture to ‘ Oberon.’ 
Signorina Gemma Luziani, a young pianist 
who has been more than once heard in 
London, made her début at Sydenham with 
Mendelssohn’s Concerto in G minor, creating 
a highly favourable impression. She plays 
not only with great correctness, but with 
remarkable power for one who is but little 
more than a child, while in her phrasing and 
expression she showed promise of great ex- 
cellence in the future. Mr. Winch was the 
vocalist of the afternoon, and the concert 
concluded with Sir Arthur Sullivan’s grace- 
ful incidental music to ‘The Merchant of 
Venice.’ 

There was a surprising amount of variety 
in the second Richter Concert on Tuesday, 
although the items forming the programme 
were but four in number. Dealing with 
them in chronological order, we must first 
speak of an Andante with variations for 
strings and two horns by Mozart, taken 
from the Divertimento in p (Kichel, No. 
334). This work has been heard on several 
occasions at the Popular Concerts, where it 
is more in place than in a Richter pro- 

amme. We are at a loss to know Herr 

ichter’s authority for assigning any portion 
of it to an orchestra of strings, and from the 
standpoint of abstract musical effect the 
movement missed its mark. There was asad 
lack of uniformity in the prominent first 
violin part, every player adopting his own 
method of bowing, while in the upper notes 
some of the instruments were not in tune. 
Far more satisfactory was the rendering of 
Beethoven’s ‘ Leonora’ Overture, No. 2, a 





magnificent work, though seldom heard in 
consequence of its being overshadowed by 
the still greater No. 3. It was superbly 
played, as was Brahms’s beautiful and 
for the most part genial Symphony in 
p, No. 2. The rendering of the “ Liebes- 
duet” from the first act of ‘ Die Walkiire,’ 
by Madame Valleria and Mr. Lloyd, was a 
vocal treat of the highest order, and went 
far to disprove the assertion frequently 
made that Wagner did not understand the 
art of writing for the voice. 

Once more has the Albert Hall Choral 
Society honoured itself by bringing a great 
work to a first hearing in London. Gounod’s 
‘Mors et Vita’ was certain to be presented 
to a metropolitan audience at the earliest 
possible opportunity, not so much on account 
of the composer’s reputation as by reason 
of the striking popular success of his previous 
oratorio, ‘The Redemption.’ It was scarcely 
possible, however, that such a success should 
have been repeated, for it is sufficiently 
obvious now that the universal interest taken 
in ‘The Redemption’ was due in great 
measure to the subject. But, as we said 
from the first, ‘Mors et Vita’ is far more 
attractive, in a purely musical sense, than 
the earlier oratorio, and it will, therefore, 
probably survive on account of its own 
intrinsic merits. The work has been so fully 
discussed in these columns and elsewhere 
that it would be superfluous to speak of it 
further in detail; but we may state here 
that the leading characteristics of the music 
render it specially suitable for performance 
in the Albert Hall. M. Gounod does not 
gain his effects by intricate polyphonic treat- 
ment or delicate orchestral tracery, neces- 
sarily lost in the huge rotunda, but by broad 
masses of harmony, which tell better in a 
large than in a small building. All that is 
necessary is to secure a proper balance of 
tone between choir and orchestra, and the 
rest will take care of itself. So.far as re- 
gards the efforts of the choir, the perform- 
ance on Wednesday was nothing short of 
perfection. The absolute precision of the 
large force, the unwavering intonation, 
and the strict attention to all the shades 
of expression proved that Mr. Barnby 
had taken the utmost pains at rehearsal, 
and that the disgraceful fiasco last season 
when the ‘Rose of Sharon’ was per- 
formed was due to some temporary cause 
and not to any falling off in the capacity of 
the choir. The orchestra was good so far 
as it went, but the body of tone produced 
was feeble as regards the strings. This was 
especially noticeable in the beautiful move- 
ment entitled ‘‘Judex,” where the theme 
which the composer intends to illustrate, the 
majesty of the Supreme Being, was scarcely 
audible after the entry of the voices. The 
soloists were, with one exception, the same 
as at Birmingham, Miss Hilda Wilson re- 
placing Madame Patey in the contralto part. 
Madame Albani has rarely sung more 
impressively, and but for her unfortunate 
exaggeration of the sostenuto would have left 
nothing to desire. It is scarcely necessary 
to add that Mr. Lloyd and Mr. Santley did 
everything that was possible with their 
respective shares in the music.

on Monday evening, but the performance of 
Schubert’s Mass in F gave interest to the occa. 
sion. This beautiful work has never been 
heard either at St. James’s or the Albert Hall 
though it ranks next to the Mass in f flat amono 
Schubert’s sacred compositions. That it should 
be worthy of such a place is curious, for the 
Mass in F was penned in 1814, when the com. 
poser was a youth of seventeen, yet in dignity of 
outline and chasteness of expression it is not um- 
worthy to compare with Beethoven’s Mass in ¢, 
Oddly enough, the church-like purity of style 
which distinguishes the Mass in F is less obsery. 
able in some of the later settings, though in all 
other forms of composition Schubert's progress 
was never interrupted by a retrograde move. 
ment. True, he had a special reason for taking 
the utmost pains with this production, for it was 
his first work written for public performance, 
It was given at the centenary festival of the 
parish church of Lichtenthal, the composer him- 
self conducting. Old Salieri, Schubert’s master 
in theory, was immensely pleased with the mass, 
and said to him, “‘ Franz, you are my pupil and 
will do me honour.” The fugue ‘‘ Cum Sanctu 
Spirito ” is a splendid effort for a musician in his 
teens, and leaves the impression that if he had 
persevered in this class of writing he would have 
become a great contrapuntist. But it is also 
more than probable that the world would have 
lost much had he not followed the peculiar bent 
of his genius. To return to the Mass in F: with 
the exception of the fugue, the general style of 
the music is sober, yet to a certain extent 
romantic. The groundwork is Mozartean, but 
it is Mozart etherialized, rendered more tender 
and winning by touches of harmony aud 
orchestration and figures of accompaniment 
which could not have proceeded from the com- 
poser of the Requiem. Especial note may be 
made of the subdued colouring in the Credo and 
its quiet close, so unlike the pompous peroration 
in which the older masters usually indulged. 
A more marked and effective contrast than that 
between Schubert’s work and Mr. Prout’s can- 
tata ‘ Alfred’ which followed could not have 
been furnished. The stirring and thoroughly 
English music which Mr. Prout has fitted to his 
national theme roused the audience to frequent 
bursts of enthusiasm. With the exception of 
one unfortunate slip in the orchestra—unfor- 
tunate in aspecial sense because it spoiled one of 
the most striking episodes in the work—the per- 
formance throughout the evening was admirable, 
more particularly as regards the choir. More 
spirited choral singing in respect of firmness in 
attack and undeviating precision has never been 
heard in London. Of the soloists of the evening 
those who earned the greatest right to com- 
mendation were Miss Clara Leighton, Mr. 
Selwyn Graham, and Mr. Bridson, the gentle- 
man first named giving a remarkably vigorous 
and dramatic reading of the principal part in 
‘ Alfred.’ H. ¥. F.

Freeman Thomas for an original overture by an 
English musician ; and Mr. E. Prout, who was 
appointed adjudicator by a majority of the can- 
didates, awarded the prize to an overture bear- 
ing the title of ‘ Peveril of the Peak,’ which 
proved to be the composition of Mr. E. H. 
Thorne. The work was performed, under the 
direction of the composer, at the Promenade 
Concerts last Thursday week, and was warmly 
received. It is designed to illustrate Scott’s 
story, the Cavalier element being represented by 
the old song ‘‘ When the king enjoys his own 
again,” while other themes suggest the Puritans 
and the love of Julian Peveril for Alice Bridge- 
north, Without displaying any marked ori- 
ginality the overture is very cleverly written, 
the use made of the Cavalier song being ex- 
tremely musicianly and effective. The scoring 
is also excellent in colour and contrast, and 
altogether the work is quite worthy of the dis- 
tinction it attained.

Sr. James’s.—‘ Mayfair,’ a Play in Five Acts. Adapted 
from M. Sardou’s Play * Maison Neuve.’ By A. W. Pinero 
OLymPic.—‘ Alone in London,’ a Drama in a Prologue, 
Four Acts, and Ten Tableaux. By Robert Buchanan and 
Harriett Jay. 

_ No greater misfortune for the drama can be 
indicated than the inability of the St. James’s 
management to obtain a supply of new pieces 
of domestic growth. When driven, as it has 
lately been, to depend upon plays from the 
French, what is practically the best comedy 
company in London is compelled to show its 
seamy side. For this result Mrs. Kendal is 
principally responsible. She it is who sets 
the note of the performance, and that note 
ig wholly unsuited to the pieces chosen. 
When Mrs. Kendal—whose surpassing talent 
none will be found todeny, and whose place 
18 in the foremost rank of modern art—elects 
to hold a nettle she declines to grasp it. 
She stalks on pattens of propriety through 
the foulness of the ways, or dabbles in the 
mud with a carefully gloved hand. It is 
impossible to resist the conviction that it is 





Pinero to spoil the lesson, such as it is, of 
‘Maison Neuve,’ and has placed the ex- 
ponent of Lord Sulgrave, who in the English 
version of that production has to make love 
to the heroine, in a position which is pitiable 
in all regards. In moral squeamishness, 
which might be worthy of respect if it left 
unsavoury subjects alone, but cannot other- 
wise claim admiration, is found the limitation 
of Mrs. Kendal’s art. Her performance of 
Agnes, as in ‘Mayfair’ the Claire of M. 
Sardou is rechristened, is magnificent as art, 
inconceivable as development of character. 
Her stare of horror as she bends over the 
prostrate man she has innocently murdered, 
and for whose death she must shortly 
answer, is powerful enough to suggest a 
vision of Cassandra recoiling from the thres- 
hold of Agamemnon’s palace. It fails, how- 
ever, to reconcile us to the man’s presence in 
her boudoir, or to the simulated dream in 
which, inebriate with chloral hydrate, she 
allows him to urge his dishonouring suit. 
By playing under such conditions Mrs. 
Kendal obscures her talents, if she does not 
impair them. 

As a version of the ‘ Maison Neuve’ of M. 
Sardou, which can only be regarded as a 
solitary melodramatic incident in a clumsily 
executed framework, ‘ Mayfair’ isdisappoint- 
ing. Its first mistake is the destruction of 
such slight motive as exists when for “ La 
Vieille Cocarde,” the prosperous shop for the 
sale of silks and ribbons in old Paris, is sub- 
stituted the comfortable home in Bloomsbury 
of a successful stockbroker. Serious in 
itself, that alteration is the more serious as 
it influences the entire piece. Pretty as isa 
portion of the opening business, another 
portion is inexplicable, and the behaviour 
of the young couple, who, in pure heartless- 
ness as it seems, leave the house in which 
a dinner in their honour is about to be 
served, deprives them of all claim on our 
sympathy. From this point things grow 
worse, and the brilliant dialogue Mr. Pinero 
has written and the admirable acting of 
Mr. Hare are wasted on a theme necessarily 
unremunerative because essentially unreal. 
In the large gallery of pictures he has sup- 
plied Mr. Hare has given nothing better 
than Mr. Nicholas Barrable. It is ripe, 
faithful, and in every way admirable. The 
wrongs of the clever and passably cynical 
old fellow, whose head is so clear and his 
heart so tender, affect us as nothing else in 
the play is able. Mr. Brookfield makes up 
conscientiously an admirable portrait of a 
selfish old sybarite. Other members of the 
company are seen in characters more or less 
fitted to them, and all acquit themselves 
well. All that can be said of Mr. Kendal’s 
Geoffrey Roydant is that it looks so manly 
and easy, the task is difficult of understand- 
ing how the character portrayed can be guilty 
of the follies and extravagances assigned 
it. One of these extravagances consists in 
the hero ruining himself for a woman he 
loathes, and from whom apparently he has 
received no greater favour than being twice 
admitted to her salon. In the French the 
intrigue is acknowledged, and the hero 
speaks to his friend like the libertine he is. 
Geoffrey Roydant sins with a sermon on 
his lips, justifying thus the worst charges 
of hypocrisy foreign nations love to bring 
against us. Those who say that vice should 








not be shown upon the stage may bring 
forward some arguments. Not so with the 
pseudo-vice Mr. Kendal exhibits. Vice is 
a thing to paint in its nakedness or to avoid. 
Of the two characters, René and Geoffrey 
Roydant, the former is the less ignoble. 
‘Alone in London’ is a strange blending 
of plays already in existence. In its in- 
ception it bears a certain similarity to ‘The 
Lights o’ London,’ which the authors de- 
clare to be accidental, since the play later in 
the order of production is earlier in that of 
composition. Its characters resemble those 
in ‘ The Silver King’ or in ‘The Ticket of 
Leave Man,’ its principal situation owes 
something to ‘The Colleen Bawn,’ and its 
concluding scene forcibly recalls the ‘ Two 
Orphans.’ These things matter little, how- 
ever. Made up as it is, the play is fairly 
stirring and ingenious, and has the elements 
of a success. Unfortunately for themselves, 
the authors have overburdened it with ac- 
cessories of which the public has begun to 
tire. Nothing commends itself less to obser- 
vation or to imagination than the idea that 
negro minstrels, after performing all day 
for their living, should, when they enter late 
at night a common lodging-house, go in pure 
animal spirits through the performance of 
which they are weary. The feeling of the 
educated spectator upon seeing this was 
strong regret, that of the general public was 
expressed by hisses. There are times when 
the action of ‘Alone in London’ becomes 
stimulating. The whole is buried, however, 
beneath scenery, and all thought of dra- 
matic value is lost. It is pleasant to 
see a reaction against those elaborate and 
costly effects on which the producers of 
melodrama depend. Infinitely preferable 
to the new arrangement—which leaves the 
spectator in an atmosphere of bewilderment, 
half choked with escaping gas, to watch 
huge scenes revolve, carrying with them 
the actors, and to speculate on the chances 
of the performers being crushed in some 
collapse of scenery or of his own incineration 
as the result of the careless treatment of 
lights—is the method of a carpenter’s scene 
or a pair of flats. The very means devised 
to secure a triumph at the Olympic were the 
cause of opposition. Had the authors trusted 
wholly to the acting and to the merits of 
their drama they would have scored a suc- 
cess. Such opposition as was encountered 
was intended as a protest against the 
needless stoppage of action. With certain 
excisions the whole will still hold the public. 
One point in the action was misunderstood. 
It should be shown that the death blow of 
the villain-hero Richard Redcliffe is received 
in the course of a struggle with the waif, 
which is brought upon him by his effort to 
destroy his wife. As presented there seemed 
to be a purposeless attack upon the child, and 
this was resented by the public. The task 
of freeing from encumbrance a play like 
this should not be difficult. Some vigorous 
acting was of much service. Miss Amy 
Roselle has never been seen to greater 


advantage than as the heroine. Mr. 
Leonard Boyne acted with remarkable 
vigour and corresponding effect. As the 


heroine Miss Harriett Jay rendered the 
sorrows of the waif sufficiently touching. Mr. 
Herbert Standing played with equal care and 
effect in a totally unsympathetic character ; 
and Mr. Tresahar, Mr. Gilbert Farquhar, 
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Mr. Percy Bell, and other younger actors 
acquitted themselves well.
